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RUSSIAN REPLY ON TARIFE 


Would Vacate All Retaliatory 
Duties for One Concessibn. 














United States Asked to Rescind Its 
Action on the Sugar Differential— 
Offer Cannot Be Accepted, 
Says Mr. Gage. 





WASHINGTON, July 9.—Another impor- 
tant exchange of correspondence has oc- 
curred between the Russian Government 
and the United States relative to the 
tariff. The Russian Minister of Finance, 
M. de Witte, has proposed that Russia will 
vacate all of the additional duties levied 
on American goods since the imposition 
of the sugar differential, if the United 
States will vacate its action on the sugar 
differential. To this Secretary Gage has 
replied that the offer of the Russian Gov- 
ernment cannot be accepted, as the ques- 
tion of the sugar differential is now in 
the hands of the courts, thus precluding 
action by the executive branch. These 
exchanges, although made nominally by 
the Minister of Finance and Secretary 
Gage, have gone through the medium of 
the Russian Foreign Office and the State 
Department. 

The proposition of the Russian Minister 
of Finance was the direct result of Sec- 
retary Hay’s note of about two weeks ago. 
In that note Mr. Hay pointed out that the 
action taken as to petroleum was not new, 
nor was it meant to have any connection 
with the previous action of the Government 
on sugar. This appears to have satisfied 
the Russian officials in their view that 
the petroleum order was only another step 
in the policy previously taken respecting 
sugar. 

M. de Witte’s response was communi- 
cated to Washington, Count Lamsdorf for- 
warding it to Mr. de Wollant, the Russian 
Chargé here. It makes no further issue 
as to the petroleum order, and if accepted 


would re-establish the status quo which 
existed before the United States took its 
initial action relative to Russia. 

The reduction which would have resulted 
under M. de Witte’s tender are those af- 
fecting cast ironwares, manufactures of 
iron and steel, boiler work, tools for artists, 
factories and workshops, gas and water 
engines, motors and dynamos, sewing ma- 
chines, portable engines, not including 
thrashing machines; fire engines, and other 
machinery of iron and steel; also, white 
resin, galipot, brewers’ pitch, and bicycles. 
The increased duties on iron and steel 
goods followed after the imposition of the 
sugar differential, while those on bicycles 
an resin followed the increase on petro- 
eum. 

M. de Witte’s proposal was to take off 
all of the increased duties. In the course 
of his letter it is stated that the second 
retaliatory mo on bicycles and resin was 
not due to the American action on petro- 
leum, although it had so appeared in the 
original Russian note, but that it related 
back to the American action on sugar, 
This is thought to be the result of Secre- 
tary Hay’s reply to Russia to the effect 
that its action, in increasing the duty on 
American bicycles and resin, was a viola- 
tion of our treaty with that country. 


ATCHISON’S | NEW RATES, 


Rumors of Withdrawal of Schedule De- 
nied—Influence May Be Exerted on 
Chicago Great Western Road.

CHICAGO, July 9.—Rumors were in cir- 
culation during the day that the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railway Company, 
which announced a heavy cut in rates to go 
into effect next Monday, had withdrawn 
the new schedule. Vice President Paul 
Morton and General Traffic Manager Bid- 
die both denied the report, and insisted 
that there had been no change in the com- 
pany’s position, as previously announced. 

Powerful financial and banking influences 
im the East are said to be working to in- 


duce the Santa Fé Road to withdraw the 
echedule, and if the Chicago Great Western, 
which is a factor in the present rate dis- 
turbance, will agree to restore rates, it is 
believed in local railroad circles that the 
Santa Fé will retire from the stand it has 
taken. There was some talk among of- 
ficials to-day of offering to admit the Chi- 
cago Great Western into a community of 
interest plan with other int:-ested roads, 
br the most effective method of pacifica- 

on. . 


RUSHING WORK ON THE CENSUS 


Director Merriam Trying for a Record— 
Says Everything Will Be Com- 
pleted by July 1, 1902.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Director Mer- 
Tilam said to-day that he expects to com- 
plete the work of the 1900 census by the 
ist of next July. This means the publica- 
tion of ten volumes of statistics on the 
subjects of agriculture, manufactures, pop- 
ulation, and vital statistics. 

There will be other reports following on 
@ few miscellaneous subjects, and there will 
be a small force of clerks and statisticians 
wo will be kept occupied for several 
years, but the great work of the census 
will have been accomplished on that date. 

This will be a record in census work. 
Director Merriam is working for a record. 
He is not even permitting the hot weather 
to interfere with the rate of progress. 
dust now the regular force is depleted 20 
per cent. by illmess, absences, and vaca- 
tion leaves. It was found a few weeks ago, 
when the torrid spell commenced, that the 

ecework did not pile up as rapidly as in 
cold weather, and as the bulk of the 
work is paid for by the piece, the amount 
of accomplishment was cut down. 

So the Director gave orders to put on 
gubstitutes, and now there is a force of 
temporary employes numbering nearly 600.

The slaughter 
of the innocents will not begin in earnest 
until November, but already the men and 
wemen clerks are beginning to look for a 
soft place to fall on, and the resignations 
are coming te the Director at the rate 
of two a day. Incidentally, the clerks gen- 
erally manage to date their resignations at 
the end of a thirty days’ leave of absence, 
with possibly a few days to spare for ill- 
ness. This adds a little to the expense, 
which is now running at about $8,000 a 
day. The June pay roll was $235,000. 


HOPE FOR INDEPENDENCE. 


Boston Yacht Will Show Much Better, 
Says W. Butler Duncan—Trials 
So Far One-Sided.

NEWPORT, R. I., July 9.—W. Butler 
Duncan, Jr.; manager of Constitution, was 
seen to-day and spoke in regard to yester- 
day’s race. He said that it was not a fair 
test of the comparative merits of the three 

yachts, I 





‘Constitution must have been favored by’ 


the wind,” he said, ‘‘or she would never 
have obtained so great a lead over the other 
vessels. We could not in equal conditions 
beat the others so much. The elapsed time 
over the different legs and the whole course 
do not show the real relative merits of thé 
yachts. If Constitution in a good sailing 
breeeze beats Columbia three minutes to 
the windward mark in a fifteen-mile beat 
I shall be perfectly satisfied. As for Inde- 
pendence, she has not yet shown her true 
speed. She will certainly do much better 
in a good breeze.”’ 

Mr. Duncan said, further, that Constitu- 
tion’s sails set better in the last two 
races because of the damp weather. The 
yacht will go to Bristol next week to have 
somc of her sails recut, as they do not yet 
fit properly. It was learned indirectly to- 
day that Mr. Herreshofé, the designer, re- 


turned to his home last night with a smile 
on his countenance. In all his triumphs 
with yachts he has never done such a 
thing before. His only expression of opin- 
ion, however, was that Independence had 
not done as well as she could do, Clayton 
Haff, son of Capt. ‘‘ Hank’’ Haff and mate 
of Independence, also declared to-day that 
the Boston_yacht could do much better. 
“After Constitution rounded the first 
mark,” he said, *‘ she went off like a shot, 
while Columbia was almost becalmed. As 
for us, we thought we never would get 
there. We are not talking much, but we 
know that in certain conditions we can go 
fast enough to give the other yachts an 
interesting race.’ 
Capt. Haff said that he was not disap- 
pointed about his charge, but éxpected to 
do better with her in more favorable 
weather. The story that ballast had been 
taken out of Independence previous to yes- 
terday’s race was emphatically denied. No 
change, it was said, had been made in the 
yacht in any way. 
None of the yachts moved out of the har- 
bor to-day. It was intended to take the 
Constitutian out for = short spin in the 
afternoon to try a couple of new jibs that 
r. Duncan is anxious to get in service, 
but about 3 -o’cl6tk a threatening squall 
came up from the west, and it was decided 
that the boat had better remain at her 
moorings. 
The jibs of the Boston boat were fixed 
over a bit to-day, and the sailors were 
Rept busy on spars and rigging until night- 
fall. On the Columbia there was practi- 
cally nothing to do, and the men really had 
a day of rest. 
To-morrow’'s race will be fiteen miles to 
windward and return. Of course every one 
is hoping for a good breeze, for the yachts 
need testing in weather of that sort. The 
prophets are now saying that to-morrow 
there will be rain and wind, but so far 
the local predictions have been wrong. In- 
terest in the struggle is still strong, for it 
is the general belief that closer contests 
may be expected in the future. This week 
will end the racing here until the contest 
for the Astor Cups on July 29, both the 
Columbia and Constitution going to Bristol 
next week to prepare for the New York 
Yacht Club cruise, beginning July 22. 
Commodore Leydard of the New York 
Yacht Club will start for City Island to- 
morrow with his schooner Corona, to fit 
out for the club’s annual cruise. 


TO ISSUE $15,000,000 OF BONDS. 


Tennessee Coal and Iron Company tu 
Retire Others and Extend Business.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 9.—The Ten- 
nessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Company 
to-day filed for record im the Probate Court 
of Jefferson County a deed conveying in 
trust to the Union Trust Company of New 
York all the properties of the Tennessee 
Company in consideration of an issue of 
$15,000,000 worth of bonds. 

The bonds are fifty-year standing, and 
the rate of interest is not to exceed 5 per 
cent. The purpose of their issue is to pro- 
vide for new steel manufacture expendi- 
tures, and to retire other bonds that amount 
to $10,653,000. The bonds to be retired bear 
. higher rate of interest than the present 
ssue. 


MACHINERY AND LABOR. 


President of Glass Blowers’ Associa~ 
tion Says Opposition to Former 
Is a Mistake.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July’ 9.—In his 
speech before the Glass Bottle Blowers’ 
Association, to-day, President D. A. Hays 
of that organization took an advanced 
position upon the question of machinery, 
declaring that labor organizations in op- 
posing the introduction of machinery have 
made a mistake. President Hays said: 

“If the courage displayed in opposing 
machinery had been devoted toward reduc- 
ing the hours of labor, eliminating child 
labor from the factory entirely, making it 
possible for the workers to secure some 
of the benefits brought into existence by 
the ro of the machines, we would 
to-day have something to show for these 
mighty efforts.”’ 


NEWPORT HORSES HAVE GRIP. 


Disease Said to Have Come from New 
York—Half the Horses Sick.

NEWPORT, R. I., July 9.—The epidemic 
of grip among the horses has reached New- 
port. It is estimated this evening by the 
veterinary on and cottagers that half 
of the horses here are suffering from that 
malady. 

The livery stables and the cottagers are 
in just as bad a fix as the other owners of 
horses. There is a general belief that the 
disease was brought here from New York, 
as many rich men have brought their 
teams with them.

Chairman Boscher said to-day 
that the men have decided to stand out for 
their list of grievances as presented to the 
company as though the agreement with 
Mr. Baer had never been made.

54 MINUTES FROM PORT- 
CHESTER TO CITY HALL 


That Is Promised by a New Rail- 
road Company. 











Assertion that It Will Connect with the 
Manhattan Elevated and New 
Tunnel System. 





Real rapid transit from the Borough of 
the Bronx and points in Westchester Coun- 
ty is promised by the New York and Port- 
chester Railway Company. Portchester is 
on the Connecticut State line, twenty-five 
miles from Harlem, and the representatives 
of the new corporation promise to carry 
passengers from Portchester to the City 
Hall in Manhattan in fifty-four minutes at 
one-third the cost of the current rates. 

A reporter for THE New YorK TIMES was 
shown yesterday at the office of William 
C. Gotshall, an electrical consulting en- 
gineer at 76 William Street, all the plans, 
specifications, and other data of interest 
in connection with the proposed road. 

The railway, which will be constructed 
almost entirely on private property and 
with no grade crossings, will have four 
tracks. Motive power will be furnished on 
the principle of the third-rail system. Two 
of the tracks will be used for express trains 
and the company will run only passenger 
trains. About 200 of these each way are 
promised daily. 

The construction of the proposed road is 
opposed by the New York Central and Hud- 
son River, the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford, the Portchester and Larchmont, 
the Metropolitan Street Railway, and the 
Union (Huckieberry) Railroad Companies. 
The promoters of the enterprise are san- 
guine that they will be in a position in a 
very short time to begin the construction of 
the road, although, as one of the gentle- 
men interested said yesterday: 

“We expect to have to ‘scrap’ with 
‘the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Company every inch of the way.” 

At a recent meeting of the State Railroad 
Commission the application of the company 
was denied on the technical ground that 
the incorporators had not properly pub- 
lished their advertisement of the notice of 
application. The Railroad Commission will 
give the applicants another hearing in a 
few days, and there are, in the opinion of 
the persons interested in the New York 
and Portchester Railway Company, good 


reasons for believing that their application 
will be granted. 

The proposed road will run from East 
One undred and Thirty-second Street 
through the Borough of the Bronx to Mor- 
ris Park, Mount Vernon, Pelham, New 
Rochelle, Mamaroneck, Larchmont, Rye, 
Harrison, and Portchester. It will connect 
with the new rapid transit tunnel system 
at One Hundred and Bighty-second and 
One Hundred and Thirty-second Streets, 
with the Manhattan Elevated at One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-seventh Street, and with 
the surface roads at different points. All 
the necessary money has been raised, and 
the work of building the road, which will 
require eighteen months to complete, will 
be begun just so soon as the legal requisites 
have been complied with. 

Mr. Gotshall said to a New YorK Tisres 
reporter: . 

“More than two years ago persons liv- 
ing in the uppar part of the Bronx and at 
points in Westchester County realized that 
if unimproved real estate was to be devel- 
oped and improved property was ‘to be 
saved from loss there was urgent need for 
improved railway facilities. The existing 
companies seemed to manifest no desire to 
improve matters, and were willing that 
Westchester County should remain in the 
dumps, because the people had to use their 
roads or none. 

‘*‘A number of wealthy gentlemen got to- 
gether, and as a result a committee was 
appointed to see what could be done in the 
direction of the construction of a new road. 
The first year was devoted almost entirely 
to surveys, and when a practicable plan 
had been evolved the procurement of the 
needed rights of way were taken up. The 
progress was most satisfactory. 

“Then the question of the money re- 
quired to build the road was considered, 
and this was rapidly secured. All of it has 
been underwritten, and we could have se- 
cured much more. Everything was done 
quietly; so quietly, Indeed, that our com- 
petitors have, after most diligent inquiry, 
failed to ascertain the names of the mon- 
eyed men behind the enterprise. We have 
the names, and will submit them to the 
State Railroad Commission in executive 
session. 

“There are no safe and rape means of 
communication between this city and points 
in Westchester une The result has 
been that real estate is rapidly depreciat- 
ing in value. The officials of railroads con- 
necting with New York say they are now 
running 525 trains daily through the tun- 
nel, and that they can do no more. In 
other words, _— cah’t furnish the neces- 
sary transportation facilities and want to 
prevent others from — so. Much of 
their business consists of freight, and they 
will not jeopardize that trade by giving 
the people more passenger trains. 

“The fare from New York to Portches- 
ter is $1.10 for a return trip. We will make 
it one-third of that sum and run from 
Portchester to the ay Hall in fifty-four 

e 


minutes. There will a nee to the 
are public of 66 per cent. by using 
our road, and we_ will eatly reduce the 


time in transit. Not a dollar of our stock 


is for sale. 

‘““We have gone so far, and are so con- 
fident of success, that we have laid out 
our train service. We will have four tracks, 
two of which will be used by express trains. 
By transferring passengers to the rapid 
transit tunnel at One Hundred and Eighty- 
second Street we can send passengers from 
Portchester to the City Hall in fifty-four 
minutes. By taking the Manhattan Ele- 
vated at One Hundred and Seventy-seventh 
Street the time for the trip would be 6614 
minutes. Trains will be run day and night, 
and after midnight there will be a twenty 
and thirty minute headway on express and 
local trains. 

‘Our road will not parallel those of our 
competitors. Indeed, at Mount Vernon our 
tracks will be one and a half miles from 
those of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford. The latter only runs to Wood- 
lawn, and comes into New York via the 
Harlem Road.”’ 


VIENNA BANKER ON TRIAL. 


Accused of Having Obtained a Legacy 
by a Peculiar Fraud. 


VIENNA, July 9.—The Public Prosecutor 
has decided to abandon the charge of mur- 
der brought last Spring against Albert 
Vogl, the Vienna banker. who was extra- 
dited from London accused of having poi- 
soned M. George Taubin, a rich and ec- 
centric Russian, who had made a will by 
which Vogl obtained a large sum of money. 

While the capital charge will be uban- 


doned, the Public Prosecutor will press 
against Vogl the charge of obtaining the 
legacy by means of fraud. The trial Le- 
gan to-day. 


At the time of Vogl’s arrest it was as- 
serted that he was an accomplished ven- 
triloquist, and that, while supporting the 
dying Taubin in his arms, he uttered the 
testamentary words himself, deceiving the 
witnesses, who believed that Taubin was 
speaking.

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COAL COMBINATION DENIED. | CONSERVATIVES RULE 


President Cassatt’s Assistant Says the 
Pennsylvania Road Is Not in 
It—Other Denials.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., July 9.—W. A. 
Patton, assistant to President Cassatt of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, denied to-day 
that there is any truth in the report that 
a soft coal combine is being formed by

‘So far as the Pennsylvania Railroad 


is concerned,” he said, ‘‘ there is nothing 
in the story at all.” 

As the Pennsylvania Railroad is the 
greatest soft coal carrier, such a combina- 
tion vould be hardly practicable without 
its co-operation. The formation of such a 
combination was also desired by members 
of the leading firms in Philadelphia. Rep- 
resentatives of such corporations as the 
Rerwind-White Coal Company, the Pitts- 
hurg Coaf Company, and Castner, Curian 
and Bullit, declared that they had heard 
nothing of such a movement being on foot 
beyond what had been read in the papers. 


FUSS OVER MR. MEYER’S DOGS. 


Mr. Croker’s Partner Refused to Pay 
Their Licenses in Connecticut and 
Must Go to Court.

GREENWICH, Conn., July 9.—Peter F. 
Meyer, Richard Croker’s business partner, 
is having trouble here on account of his 
dogs. He has five of them, and has stead- 
fastly refused to obey the strict laws which 
are in force here regarding the licensing of 
canines. So Prosecuting Attorney James 
F. Walsh instructed Constable James J. 
Nedley to arrest Meyer to-day. 

Constable Nedley waited for an opportune 
time, and with George P. Fisher, an ex- 
Custom House official, went to Mr. Meyer's 
home at the dinner hour. 

Through a screen door Nedley informed 
Mr. Meyer that he had a warrant for his 
arrest, and that he must appear in court 
Thursday. There were three of Mr. Mey- 
er’s bulldogs close beside him. 

“I won't appear in court on Thureday.” 
Mr. Meyer said bluntly. Constable Nedley 
made some reply to this which Mr. Meyer 
didn’t like, so the angry politician told the 
constable that if he took the trouble to 
- up and walk outside of the screen door 

e would throw him off the place, 

“If you come out I'll arrest you and take 
you to the lockup,’’ threatened the con- 
stable. 

Meyer didn’t go out, however. He called 
up the Prosecuting Attorney by telephone, 
but at the end of the interview he de- 
cided that a bluff would not do in Con- 
necticut, and said he would appear in court 
when wanted. 

The complaint which Nedley read to 
Meyer through the screen door charges 
Meyer with no less than five offenses. 
The principal one of them is that Mr. 
Meyer was keeping on the Ist of May, 1901, 
‘“‘with force and arms five dogs over six 
many old, and did not have them regis- 
tered.” 


ST. LOUIS CUTS INTEREST. — 


Rate Hereafter on Savings and Time 
Deposits Three Per Cent.

8ST. LOUIS, July §.—The trust companies 
and banks of St. Louis have decided to re- 
duce the rate of interest on all savings 
and certificates of time deposits from 4 to 
8 per cent., effective at once on all new 
business and from the date of the next in- 
terest period on all old business. 

Local financiers say they were paying too 
high a rate of interest, 4 per cent..on de- 
posits, while loaning money at the santfe 
rate. The rivalry among the different in- 
stitutions was so keen that each hesitated 
to inaugurate a reform until united action 
was taken to-day.

LINCOLN, Neb., July 9.—By marrying 
Marie Hliavaty, a widow ten years his 
senior, to-day, Benjamin J. Valek, a con- 
vict in the penitentiary has secured his 
liberty. The performance of the marriage 


in the executive office of the State Capi- 
tol, was the condition. upon which Gov. 
Savage granted the pardon, and they were 
gladly complied with by the prospective 
bridegroom. 

Valek was sentenced a year ago from 
Richardson County to seven years for 
perjury. His crime, it developed, was com- 
mitted to shield a friend, and influential 
neighbors have since sought to secure a 
pardon. One of the most zealous of Valek's 
supporters was the widow Hlavaty, thirty- 
five years old, comely, and worth $40,000. 
Valek was a suitor for her hand before he 
committed his crime. 

To-day, when she appeared before the 
Governor to importune for her lover, he told 
her to get a marriage license, bring the 
County Judge to the Capitol, and he would 
do the rest. Valek was brought from the 
prison, accepted the conditions with alac- 
rity, and Acting County Judge Leese tied 
the nuptial knot, Gov. Savage subscribing 
as a witness,

THE OHIO DEMOCRACY 


McLean-Kilbourne Wing Will Con- 
trol State Convention. 








Tom L. Johnson, by Telephone, Tells 
His Lieutenants to Fight to the 
End for Additional Taxation 


on Corporations. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 9.—The McLean- 
Kilbourne element at the district meetings 
this afternoon secured control of all the 
committees and will accordingly have ev- 
erything their way at the Democratic State 
Convention to-morrow. They were so 
strongly in the majority that there was no 
friction. 

In the Twentieth and Twenty-first Dis- 
tricts, which include Cleveland, Tom L. 
Johnson's followers had the upper hand, 
as much as the McLean men had in the 
First and Second Districts, which include 
Cincinnati. But in the rural districts the 
latter element dominated. The old State 
Committee met previous to the district 
meetings and gave the tickets to the Mc- 
Lean-Kilbourne men where there were con- 
testing delegations, and they took all the 
districts except those which include Cleve- 
land, in which, under the unit rule, they 
could not control a vote. 

The Johnson men, after the result of the 
district meetings, promptly announced that 
they would carry the fight into the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions for an all-night 
struggle, and then into the convention to- 
morrow “ for a finish.’’ 

An unusually large attendance of visitors 
was noticeable to-day. Those Democrats 
who have been called “ gold-standard men” 
are largely represented, and many of them 
have not attended their conventions in Ohio 
for years. Nearly all the old leaders of this 
class are here now and have received places 
of prominence on committees and organiza- 
tion generally. They are actively co-operat- 
ing with those who are being denominated 
conservatives in opposing so-called ‘‘ isms’”’ 
which, they assert, will handicap the party. 

Mayor Tom L. Johnson, who is in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., talked with Charles P. Salen 
on the telephone to-day regarding the 
plank on a revision of the taxation laws of 
the State. When Salen informed the Mayor 
that the McLean-Kilbourne men controlled 
the Committee on Resolutions, as well as 
all other committees, Mr. Johnson advised 
Salen to insist, both before the Committee 
on Resolutions and’in the convention, for 
the incorporation of the Cuyahoga plank, 
which is specific in mentioning railroads 
and other corporations as not bearing their 
full portion of the burdens of taxation. 
Soon after ‘this conversation Mr. Salen 
went into conference with Col. Kilbourne, 
M. A. Daugherty of Lancaster, and E. M. 
Heisley of Cleveland. The taxation ‘plank 
was under consideration. 

At a joint meeting of the Cuyahoga dele- 
gation this afternoon, when members of 
the committees were selected, Mr. Salen 
told his colleagues from Cleveland of his 
talk with Mayor Johnson, and urged them 
to stand by the Cuyahoga platform. He 
warned them against getting mixed up with 
the interests of any candidates for nomi- 
nations. He said Cuyahoga County had no 
Candidate and was not represented here 
in the interest of any one. : 

He explained that the nlatform would 
be adopted in the convention to-morrow be- 
fore the order of nominations was reached, 
and that after the resolutions were dis- 
posed of all could then’ work for their per- 
sonal preferences for the nominations. He 
modified this by stating that the delegation 
would vote as a unit under its instrue- 
tions. 

In order to expedite business at the con- 
vention, the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization to-night voted to make the en- 
tire temporary organization permanent. 
This continues Charles H. Salen of Cleve- 
land as Chairman and Negley D. Cochran 
of Toledo as Secretary. 

The Committee on Resolutions first heard 
expressions of opinion from each of its 
twenty-one members. The committee stood 
17 to 4 against special mention of free sil- 
ver in the old form in addition to indorsing 
the Kansas City platform; 15 to 8 against 
indorsement of the Kansas City platform 
without any further declaration on sil- 
ver; 14 to 7 against reaffirming the Kansas 
City plaftorm*’with the Johnson plank on 
State taxation. There were some who fa- 
vored no reference to the Kansas City plat- 
form. No vote was taken, the tally on 
preferences being secured from the 
speeches, as each one was called on for his 
views. 

The following sub-committee was ap- 
pointed: M. A. Daugherty, Chairman; Bar- 
ton Smith, Judson Harmon, E. M. Kennedy, 
E. M. Heisley, W. H. Spence, and W. L. 
Finley. Of these Heisley represents Jonhi- 
son, and Daugherty, who will present Kil- 
pourne’s name to the convention, favors a 
compromise, especially on_ the _ taxation 
plank. The others are claimed by the 
conservatives, although some of them differ 
among themsclves as to the verbiage of the 
taxation plank. 


GOV. ODELL FOR PRESIDENT. 


Congressmen O’Grady and Sherman Say 
the Farmers as Well as City Folk 


Are for Him.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9,—Repre- 


sentatives J. S. Sherman and J. M. E, 
O’Grady of New York were in Washington 
on business to-day, and both boomed Gov. 
Odell for President. 

“Gov. Odell is making a splendid record,”’ 
said Mr. Sherman, “and the country will 
hear from him. New York will be for him 
for the Republican Presidential nomination, 
and if he continues as he has begun he can 
go before the country with almost a cer- 
tainty of winning. Gov. Odell’s fine work 


is the talk of New York. He has inaugu- 
rated substantial reforms, reforms that are 
not theoretical, but practical and business- 
like; reforms that have produced reve- 
nue.”

Years ago George Eaton, a prosperous 
Mercur County farmer, went to Minnesota, 
where he accumulated a large amount of 
property. Four or five years ago he died. 
Jonathan and Charles Eaton of this county 
were the rightful heirs, but the old man 
willed all but one-third of his fortune to 
the Salvation Army. 

The latter organization undertook to col- 
lect its portion, but the Supreme Court re- 
cently decided that the Salvation Army had 
no legal existence, in that State, at least, 
and the will was declared null and void, as 
far as that portion of the bequest was con- 
cerned.

THOMAS S. BRENNAN 
DIES AT HIS HOME. 


He Had Been Deputy Commissioner of 
Public Charities—Was a Prominent 


Member of Tammany Hall. 


Thomas S. Brennan, Deputy Commissioner 
of Public Charities, died at his home, 353 
West Fifty-sixth Street, last evening of a 
complication of diseases. The deceased 
had been ailing for about six months but 
had been confined to his home but two 
weeks, one week of which he passed in his 
room. 

Mr. Brennan was born at Eighty-fourth 
Street and Bloomingdale Road, in 1844. His 
father was Patrick B. Brennan, a coal and 
lumber merchant who, it is said, was one of 
the first men to bring coal up the Hudson 
in a schooner. Thomas attended public 
schéol in old No. 9, at Eighty-second Street 
and Bloomingdale Road, and later was sent 
to St. Francis Xavier’s College, Manhattan 
College, and St. Theresa’s College, Mon- 
treal. 

After his college days he became a part- 
ner with his father, but remained in busi- 
ness but a short time. He was then ap- 
pointed a watchman in Bellevue Hospital, 
anu later was a clerk and then warden of 
the same institution. He was Commis- 
sioner of Public Charities and Correction 
in 1875, remaining as such for several 
years. In 1888 he was appointed Street 
Cleaning Commissioner, but resigned in 
1890. For the past few years he has been 
Deputy Commissioner of Public Charities. 

The deceased had been in politics since 
his majority, and was of the ‘‘ John Kelly 
School.”” He was a member of the Demo- 
cratic and Catholic Clubs, Tammany So- 
ciety, Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, and 
was First Lieutenant of the Old Guard. 
He was also for many years a Trustee of 
the Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum. 

The deceased is survived by his widow, 
who was his second wife, and a daughter 
of ex-Councilman Thomas F. O’Callahan; 
two sons, Isaac Bell Brennan, a lawyer, 
and Henry D. Brennan, a broker, and three 
brothers, Henry, who buried his wife six 
months ago; ex-Assemblyman John F., 
whose wife was buried last Friday, and 
Louis, who is employed in the Dock De- 
partment. 

The funeral will take place on Friday 
from the Paulists’ Church, at Fifty-ninth 
Street and Columbus Avenue. The inter- 
ment will be made in Greenwood Cemetery.

MORE PARK CHAIR RIOTS. 


Capt. Flood Tells a Prisoner the Law 
Protects the Seats—The Madison 
Square Crowds. 


The Spate chairs in Madison Square Park 
were responsible for more disturbances and 
several additional arrests yesterday. It 
was late in the afternoon when two prison- 
ers were taken to the West Thirtieth Street 
Station from the park, charged by Rounds- 
men Daly and McGonigal with disorderly 
conduct. They were Dominick Tavelli of 
7 Park Avenue, Hoboken, and Thomas 

lly of 233 West Twenty-seventh Street, 
ofe of the collectors for the Spate Com- 
pany. They were fighting in Madison 
Square over the refusal of Tavelli to pay 
5 cents for the chair he persisted in occu- 
pying. A large crowd followed the arrest- 
ed men to the station house. 

Capt. Flood was behind the desk, with 
Sergt. Norton, and manifested great inter- 
est in the case. After he had heard the 
statement of both the prisoners he turned 
to Tavelli and remarked: ; 

“The sooner yeu and the rest of the 
people of your kind realize that those 
chairs are put there under the protection 
of the law. and the sooner you realize that 
you must“pay for their occupancy, the 
better tt will be for you. Turning to, the 
Sergeant, the Captain continued: 

‘Take that man’s pedigree and send him 
down stairs.”’ 

Tully, the attendant, was also locked up. 

The action of Capt. Fiood occasioned sur- 
prise. When he was questioned, he said 
he had not intended to make any ruling as 
to the people’s rights. 

‘‘When two men are fighting in the 
street,"’ explained Capt. Flood, no matter 
who they are, they are committing a mis- 
demeanor, and the cause of their differ- 
ences doesn’t enter into the case with the 
policeman. He should place them both un- 
der arrest. This is exactly what was done 
to-day.’ 

The trouble in the park started about mid- 
day. For several hours previous the crowd 
were gathering. The policemen, instructed 
by their Chief to maintain neutrality 
throughout the day unless the law was 
violated before their eyes, began to arrive 
early, coming from nearly every precinct 
in Manhattan. ~ 

Suddenly in the end of the park nearest 
Twenty-third Street John C. Kearns es- 
conced himself in one of the chairs and was 
told, when he refused to pay for his com- 
fort, to get out. He moved from one chair 
to another, till in desperation the attendant 


turned him over to the police and he was «. 


taken to the station house, -with Joseph 
Buchern. who was singled out among the 
crowd who had shouted vociferous encour- 
agement to Kearns. 

Then Terry McGovern, with another fight- 


er, Joe Humphries, took adjacent chairs 
and they too refused to pay. They were 
uickly recognized by the crowd, and 
things began to look interesting. The at- 
tendants were not in McGovern’s class, but 
they stood their ground. The crowd 
thought they had at last secured a leader, 
“Swing on ’em, Terry. Give him a left 
jab. Poke him one in the eye,”’ some of 
them shouted, but the nearest attendant 
was obdurate. McGovern kicked over one of 
the chairs and went his way amid the 
cheering of the multitude. 
But here was surely trouble. Bob Fitz- 
simmons, tall, lean, anl lanky, was mak- 
ing his way across the Park in the direc- 
tion of adison Square Garden. The 
crowd caught sight of him and cheered 
him loudly. The collectors tnembled. pe 
“Give it to ’em in the solar plexus, Bob, 
was the cry. ‘‘ Put ‘em down and out.

INDUSTRY IN PRECIOUS STONES.

‘ WASHINGTON, July 9.—A report re- 


ceived at the Treasury Department from 
George W. Mindil, the Government expert 
on precious stones at the New York Cus- 
tom House, shows that during the fiscal 
year ended June 30 last the aggregate 
value ’ot precious stones and pearls passed 


through his office was $21,919,053. 

This amount largely exceeds the total of 
any other year in the history of the coun- 
try, and exceeds by over $3,000,000 the en- 
tire importations of the four years ended 
in March, 1896. 

Mr. Mindil states that the placing of 
precious stones in their rough or native 
state upon the free list has established a 
new mechanical industry in America, and 
now nearly one-half of the precious stones 
sold in this country are cut and polished 
here.

Janitor Fisher Confesses He Did 
the Deed in Leggett’s Lane. 








Exonerates His Two Companions—Po- 
lice Still Looking for the Man Who 
Filed to Connecticut. 


John Fisher, twenty-four years old, the 
janitor of the house at 106 West One Hun- 
dred and First Street, was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon by Capt. Wiegand and De- 
tectives Everett and Foster of the Morris- 
ania Police Station, charged with shooting 
Theodore Johansen of 722 Brook Avenue 
last Saturday night while Johansen and his 
friend, Frederick Haffner, were passing 
through Leggett’s Lane, in the Bronx. 
After his arrest Fisher made a full confes- 


sion, giving details of the shooting, but 
refusing to give any satisfactory reason 
for his act. 

Fischer was arrested on information fur- 
nished the police by a man who first said 
his name was Schoepy, but yesterday, de- 
clared that it is Massy Schufeldt, and that 
he lives on Kingbridge Road. Schufelut 
surrendered voluntarily on Sunday evening, 

| and said that Fisher, a man named White. 
way, and himself, were together on Sat- 
urday evening when Fisher did the shoot- 
| ing. 

| Capt. Wiegand and his two detectives at 
| 10 o'clock yesterday morning went to the 


home of Fisher and found that the man 

had left the house. His wife told the offi- 

cers that early yesterday morning she was 
j reading the account of Schufeldt’s confes- 
sion, and his description of the man who 
did the shooting, and remarked to her hus- 
band that the description fitted him. When 
she began questioning him he got up and 
left the house in company with his four- 
teen-year-old brother Joseph... This was 
the last she had seen of him. 

The officers proceeded to search the 
premises, and found hidden under a sofa a 
revolver in a holster attached to a belt. 
This belt was made to hold fifty cartridges, 
and only seven or eight receptacles were 
empty. There were three empty chambers 
in the revolver. The policemen then left 
the house and went in search of Fisher. 
They found him at 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon seated on a bench reading a paper in 
Riverstde Park, between Ninety-ninth and 
One Hundredth Street. His younger broth- 
er was situng beside him. 

.‘‘ Fisher, we want you,” said Capt. Wei- 
gand, approaching him. 

**T guess you do,’”’ said Fisher. Then he 
turned to his younger brother. ‘ Tell Lena 
it’s all up,”’ were his instructions. 

Fisher was taken to the Morrisania Sta- 
tion and told his story. He said that on 
Saturday afternoon he met Whiteway and 
Schoepy in Walters Brothers’ saloon, at 
Frown Place and Southern Boulevard. -The 
three men played cards for a time, and then 
he suggested to the others that they take a 
ride, as he was looking for a “ free graft.’’ 
They took a Southern Boulevard car and 
rode to Leggett’s Lane. They started west- 
ward through the lane, and had only gone 
about 100 feet when they heard footsteps 
behind them and beheld Johansen and Haff- 
ner approaching.

SALAMANDO’S TWO WIVES. 


One in Philadelphia Says that He De- 
serted Her and that Her Life 


Was Unhappy.

PHILADELPHIA, July 9.—Domenico 
Salamando, the drug clerk who was mur- 
dered in Brooklyn ‘yesterday, was well 
known here, His father, Nicola Sala- 
mando, was conductor of a band at 815 
Carpenter Street. Domenico about two 
years ago went to New York. While in 
Philadelphia he was sometimes called the 
“Beau Brummel of Little Italy.” 

Four years ago he married Maud Robin- 
son, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Rob- 


inson of West Chester. He,met her while 
attending college, and they lived for about 
three months after their marriage on Chris- 
tian Street. Then Salamando left his 
bride, and for about six months was_not 
seen here. His first wife visited a drug 
store at Eighth and Christian Streets about 
four weeks ago, and said she had learned 
months before of her husband’s second 
marriage in Brooklyn. 

“Not a single happy day did I _ have 
when we lived together,’ she said. “‘ When 
he deserted me my mother took me back 
to my home in West Chester.” 

The police here say that Salamando was 
not wanted in this city either for illegally 

racticing as a physician or for pawning 
jewelry not his own. 


ALBANY RIOT FATALITY. 


Coroner’s Verdict in the Case of WIII- 
iam J. Walsh, Who Was Shot 


by a Soldier. 

ALBANY, July 9.—Coroner H. J. Plantz 
to-day rendered a verdict in the case of the 
killing of William J. Walsh who was shot 
May 16th on Broadway, in this city, dur- 
ing the United Traction Company’s strike, 
by a member of the Twenty-third Regi- 
ment of Brooklyn. After reciting the main 
facts connected with the strike, the Coro- 
ner finds:

Streets, its opera- 
tion was temporarily obstructed; that fur- 
ther on and when about in front of 621 
Broadway, the officer in command of the 
detachment on board of said car fired his 
revolver into the crowd of —_ stand- 
ing on the east side of said street, and 
subsequently ordered his men to fire. 

“That as a result of said firing, Will- 
fam M. Walsh was shot and died at 10 
P, M. on the same day, from the effects 
of the wound so received. 

“T further find that said Walsh was a 
peaceable citizen, engaged in_ business. 
That he was shot while standing at a 
point nearly opposite his place of business, 
and that he took no active part whatever 
in any disturbance which may have oc- 
curred at the time of said shooting.” 


MACHINISTS’ OFFER REJECTED. 


Propositions Made Through the Civic 
Federation Not Satisfactory to 


Metal Trades Association. 


The National Metal Trades Association 
has rejected two propositions made on be- 
haif of the striking machinists, the second 
of the propositions being rejected yesterday 
by its Strike and Finance Committee. 
Both propositions were made through R. 
M. Easley, Secretary of the National Civic 
Federation, among whose members are 
Bishop Potter, Prof. Felix Adler, and a 
number of well-known merchants. 

Secretary Easley first made an offer to 
President James O’Connell of the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists to try 


and arbitrate the strike, and Mr. O’Con- 
nell accepted the offer. The first proposi- 
tion provided that all the strikers be rein- 
stated, that the nine-hour workday should 
rule, and that the question of wages should 
be decided by arbitration in each district. 
This was a concession on the part of 
O'Connell. 

The second proposition was made on be- 
half of District No. 15 of New York of 
the International Association of Machin- 
ists. It was to the same effect as the 


firet proposition, but also provided that 
the strike be déelared off pending the arbi- 


tration proceedings.

PAUL, July 9.—After a night and a 
day spent in discussion, the jury in the 
case of Herbert W. Pearson of Duluth 
against the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany reported its inability to agree and 
was discharged. Mr. Pearson sued to re- 
eover $1,500,000 which he alleged to be due 
from the company ‘under a contract for the 
location of vast beds of coal in the States 
of Washington and Montana. ‘ 

Mr. Pearson asserted he had evolved a 
new theory as to the existence of prehis- 


toric sea beaches by the location of which 
he was able to determine where deposits of 
coal existed. The case has occupied over 
three weeks in its hearing. 

Judge Kelly, in his charge, ruled that the 
question as to the Washington coal ficlds 
was not to be considered and the point to 
be decided was whether or not the plaintiff 
had located for the defendant company the 
immense coal deposits at and near Stockett, 
in Cascade County, Montana.

LIBERALS GET TOGETHER 


Vote Confidence in Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman. 








A WORD FOR THE OLIVE BRANCH 





Mr. Asquith Supports the Resolution 
Sustaining the Leader of the 
Opposition. 


LONDON, July 9.—The much-discussed 
meeting of Liberals called by Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, the Liberal leader in 
the House of Commons, to ascertain wheth- 
er he still retains the confidence of the 
party, was held at the Reform Club this 
afternoon, and resulted in the adoption of 
a vote of confidence in the leader of the 
Opposition. All factions of Liberals attend- 
ed, The Liberal-Imperialists, headed by 
H. H. Asquith, were there almost to a 
man, but Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
and Sir William Vernon-Harcourt were the 
only two who received any marked recogni- 
tion on entering. The crowd watching the 
arrivals greeted them with cries of ‘‘ How’s 
your friend, Kriiger?”’. Sit Henry made a 
conciliatory speech. 

The Imperialists showed that they would 
not be associated with any anti-national 
policy; but the gathering was harmonious, 
and apparently resulted in a temporary 
clearing of the air. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman met the 
Imperialists so far as to say the South 
Africa war must be brought to a victorious 
conclusion, but he thought the Liberals 
ought to insist on amnesty in the settle- 
ment. While the country had the sword in 
one hand, it ought to have the olive branch 
in the other and show a disposition to come 
to terms with an enemy which had fought 
so bravely. 

Mr. Asquith expressed the highest appre- 
ciation of the qualities of Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, but at the same time he 
regretted that the Liberal leader in the 
House had not been more outspoken in a 
policy of honest difference, rather than in 
an impossible attempt to reconcile differ- 
ences. He urged that those taking the 
views which he himself held should be free 
to express their opinions within the pale of 
the party. Mr. Asquith then supported the 
resolution of confidence in Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman. 








Pope Anxious Because of Withdrawal of 
Congregations as Result of New 


Law of Associations. 
ROME, July 9.—The Vatican has received 
official information that, in consequence 
of the enactment by the French Parlia- 


ment of the Law of Associations bill, many 
congregations in France will transfer their 
headquarters to Brussels or other Belgian 
cities, and that many millions of francs 
have already been withdrawn from the 
Bank of France. 

It is said that the Pope is watching this 
exodus with anxiety. 


Intense Heat in Western Europe. 
LONDON, July 10.—Great heat extends 
throughout Western Europe, from Spain 
to Scandinavia. Heat prostrations are re- 


ported from many places. They have been 
very numerous in Paris, and in Copenhagen 
yesterday there were twenty deaths at- 
tributed to heat. Violent hailstorms have 
ruined the crops in the Province of Sala- 
marica, Spain.

Trains Filled with Applicants for Res- 
ervation Lands—E!

Hotels Crowded. 

EL RENO, Oklahoma Territory, July 9.— 
Every train brings extra coaches crowded 
with people coming here to register for 
homestead entries in the Kiowa reservation, 
which is to be opened next month. Roads 
leading into the city are lined with travel- 
ers to this place for the same purpose. The 
hotels and restaurants are already taxed 
to their utmost capacity, but there will be 
no suffering for lack of food and accommo- 
dations. , 

The Opera House has already been turned 
into an eating and sleeping house, and as 
rapidly as needed churches and _ school- 
houses and every available room will be 
given up for the accommodation of the 
crowd. 

Many come without blankets, expecting 
to camp out, and hundreds of tents now 
dot the side streets. Gov. Richards of the 


Interior Department and thirty clerks from 


Washington arived to-day, and the places 
for registration will be ready at 9 A. M. 
to-morrow. A line of men has formed at 
each of these places. 

Gov. Richards says the work of register- 
ing will proceed ‘rapidly, and the booths 
will be opened as fast as may be deemed 
necessary as the work progresses. Twelve 
thousand pounds of blanks arrived to-day 
by mail from Washington. The reports that 
the registering would be enjoined by cer- 
tain Indians of the Kiowa and Comanche 
— through their attorneys is ridiculed

OKLAHOMA CITY, Oklahoma Territory, 
July 9.—Nearly 1,000 persons left this city 
by train to-night,to go to El Reno to regis- 
ter.

“BULLFIGHT” DRAWS 7,000. 


Omaha Crowd Flocks to Display After 
a Toreador Had Been Gored— 
No Bulls Killed.

OMAHA, July 9.—Another so-called bull- 
fight to-night attracted 7,000 persons, 
probably because of an accident, in which 
cast night one of the toreadors was gored 
and tossed on the horns of a bull. The 
unfortunate Mexican is in a hospital, with 
two ribs broken. 

To-night before the bulls were released 
the manager of ceremonies amnounced that 
at both fights to-morrow Gov. Savage of 
Nebraska and his full staff will occupy a 
box. Efforts are being made to secure the 
attendance on Saturday of the Governor of 
Iowa. The managers declare that they have 
received numerous offers from Eastern 
amusement concerns for similar shows on 
the expiration of the carnival here. 

The Mexicans are disappointed that they 
have not been permitted thus far to kill a 
bull. They say they were given to under- 
stand that they would be permitted to 
slaughter the bulls in Omaha the same as 
in Mexico. They assert that their com- 
panion would not have been gored last 


night had they been permitted to do as 
they pleased with the bull. They assert 
that when they found the animal was about 
to gore the toreador, the matador, if per- 
mitted, would have promptly hamstrung it. 

It is reported that several local minis- 
ters will attend tHe fight to-morrow and 
use what they see as the basis of sermons 
next Sunday. A grand jury will be in ses- 
sion shortly in Omaha, and an effort will 
be made to indict the managers of the ex- 
hibition. 


SHOT A HARVEST HAND. 


Returned Volunteer Says that He and 
Another Soldier Fired at Sup- 
posed Tramp. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 9.—John How- 
ard, a private in Company D, Forty-third 
Volunteer Infantry, and whose home is at 
Roanoke, Va., was arrested here to-day on 
the arrival of the Santa Fé train from the 
West, charged with shooting a man named 
Gibbons at Hutchinson, Kan., last night.

ADVENTURES OF AN 
ESCAPED BOER PRISONER 


Arrived Here as a Stowaway on 
the Steamship Trinidad. 








Eluded British Guards at Bermuda— 
How Plot to Seize a Transport 
Thrice Failed. 





David Stephen du Plooy, a young Boer 
soldier, who served under Cronje, and then 
was a prisoner of swar, arrived in New 
York a stowaway on the steamship Trini- 
dad from Bermuda yesterday. He was not 
of the 900 Boer prisoners recently landed 
at Bermuda by the British military authori- 
ties. Last Friday night, after having spent 
several hours in the water, or crawling 
about the shrubbery lining the shores in 
an attempt to board a vessel that would 
transport him to America, du Plooy finally 
managed to slip aboard the Trinidad un- 
observed, and, hiding away in the coal 
bunkers, was brought to New York. 

It was not until Monday night that the 
young Boer let any one know of his pres- 
ence, and then he was so exhausted, he 
said, that ne did not care whether he was 
discovered or not. When the Trinidad 
docked yesterday Capt. Frazer notified the 
immigration authorities on Ellis Island 
that he had a stowaway on his hands and 
asked that he be taken to the station. This 
was- done, and the ex-prisoner of war 
brought before the Board of Special Inquiry, 
who, after seeing the weak condition he 
was in as a result of his long fast on board 
the Trinidad, decided to postpone the hear- 
ing until to-day. 

Du Plooy, who speaks excellent English, 
readily consented, when seen on Ellis Isl- 
and, to taik of his experiences and the 
manner in which he managed to elude the 
British guards at Bermuda. 

“IT am twenty-four years old,’ said du 
Plooy, ‘‘ana was born on a farm near 


Potchefstroom, which is about ninety miles 
southwest of Pretoria. My mother, who is 
living, was a German, and my father, who 
has been dead many years, was a French- 
man. My home in South Africa when the 
war broke out was about three miles from 
Klerksdorp, in the Potchefstroom District. 
I received what education I possess at 

ome, in Cape Town, and at Wellington. 

When the present difficulties arose I haé 
@ job as Second Assistant in the Post 
Office at Klerksdorp. I didn't get away 
with the first contingent, but did with the 
econd, my mother accompanying me. I 

ad been gone only a tew days when I 
Was taken sick, and had to return home, 
where I remained one day, and then set 
out again for the front. On the way my 
horse broke down and I made the rest of 
the journey on foot. I arrived in time to 
take part in the operations around Mafe- 
king, and was later one of those surren- 
dered by Cronje at Modder River. 

“I was first sent to a prison camp at 
Simonstown, where I contracted the rheu- 
matism, with the result that I was one of 
those left behind when the command was 
sent to St. Helena. Next I was detained 
at Greenpoint, from which place, together 
with nine hundred other Boer prisoners, I 
Was placed aboard the British transport 
Armenian and brought to Bermuda. 

“On the way to Bermuda we organized 
three different times to take the vessel 
from the British, with the intention of sail- 
ing away to some friendly land. The first 
time was just out of St. Helena. We then 
intended to make our way to the African 
coast. This attempt was given up owing 
to the fact that we didn’t get ready in 
time. _The second attempt was to have 
been made off St. Vincent, Cape Verde 
Islands. Here, two of our leaders were 
taken sick, and once more the scheme fell 
through. The last attempt was to have 
been made when we were two days from 
Bermuda. This time there was a traitor 
on board, and the English were acquainted 
with our plans. We were driven hack to 
our quarters where we were kept until we 
arrived at our destination. 

“In Bermuda we were placed on Darrell’s 
Island, from which place I made my es- 
cape. I escaped by covering my head with 
a lot of grass resembling sea weed, so that | 
when I passed under the searchlights of 
the warships in the harbor those on board 
would. be deceived. I was three hours in 
the water. My clothes I carried in a bag, 
and this did much to keep me above water. 
I am not a swimmer, and had it not been 
for the assistance of the bag I don't know 
what the end would have been. 


-_ ** When I made the opposite shore finally 


I went to where the Trinidad was ‘moored 
and, going to the 
coal bunkers, hid away. I had only six 
raw eggs, four of which I ate while in the 
bunkers. I remained hid away, until Mon- 
day. I was then so weak that I was reck- 
less. I heard some of the stokers talking 
German, and that gave me courage, for I 
thought they would be>my friends. So I 
made’myself knowti, and they allowed me 
to sleep in a bunk that night. They also 
offered me food, but I was unable to eat. 
The Captain was told of my presence just 
before we arrived here, and I will say that 

e was as kind as he could be to me. He, 
with the men. gave me these clothes, be- 
sides doing other kind acts to help me out. 
I don’t know what my fate will be, but as 
this is a free country, I don’t think they 
will send me back.”’ 

Commissioner Fitchie said that du Plooy 
Was only a stowaway so far as the Im- 
migration Service was concerned, and that 
his case twortd be decided by the Board of 
Special Inquiry to-day. A cablegram from 
the Governor of Bermuda to the agents of 
the Trinidad telling them to-hold and re- 
turn the prisoner. if possible. was turned 
over to\the authorities on Ellis Island. The 
fine for stowaways is $10. and this sum, it 
is understood, will be paid by Boer sym- 

athizers to-day in order to have du Plooy 
anded. - 

Sir Percy Sanderson, the British Consul 
General, said that he had received no of- 
ficial notification of du Plooy’s escape, and 
that in consequence he had nothing to say. 


BOERS AT BERMUDA. . 


‘Transvaalers Full of Fight—Free Staters 
Penitent—Prisoners in Need 
of Tools. 

HAMILTON, Bermuda, July 4.—The Boer 
prisoners, recently transported here, are, 
as a whole, a fine-looking lot of men. The 
Free Staters, who number about 800 men, 
have been placed on Darrell’s Island, and 
the Transvaalers, a less contented cnowd, 
whose confessed desire is to be free to 
fight again, and who number about 130,’ 
are on Burtt’s or Moses’s Island. The 
former are orderly and quiet, well man- 
nered, and, many of them, educated. They 
say they never wanted to fight, but that 
it was a case of “‘ fight or be shot.” They 
recognize also that their cause is hopeless 
and only desire to return to their homes 
to livé- peacefully. One of them said: 

“T am a wagon-maker. Before the war 
broke out I used to earn £2 ($10) a day at 
my trade. I own a farm, for which I have 
paid in full; at least I did own it. I sup- 
pose the British Government owns it now. 
I was pressed into fighting. Had I refused 
I would have ,been shot. I know our cause 
is lost. All I want is to.return to my fam- 
Yy—my wife and my six children. I left 
them enough money to last them twelve 
months, but I have been away now for six- 
teen months. However, I trust the British 
Government will take care of them.” 

The want of occupation is the chief cause 
of complaint among the prisoners. The 
want tools, which, of course, are not al- 
lowed them. They have busied themselves 
in the manufacture of various sovvenirs, 
which they readily sell; but their only tools 
are penknives—most of them with broken 
blades—and sharpened nails and pieces of 
wire. One man ingeniously manufactured 
knitting needles from barbed wire. Sand- 

r and polish, which harmless items 
ey will soon be able to purchase at the 
canteen now being established at the camp, 
also among their requirements.

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WOMAN STEPPED FROM 
~ CAR 10 HER DEATH 


Fatal Accident on the Narrow 
Rockaway Beach Trestle. 








Passengers Saw the Victim Struggling 
Vainly for Her Life in the Strong 
Flood Tide. 





Dorothy, wife of William Conquest, a 
worker in wicker for baby carriages, of 504 
Humboldt Street, Brooklyn, lost her life in 
a singular way last Sunday night. The 
responsibility for her fate rests with the 
Long Usland Railroad Company’s agents, 
as she fell from a train on the railroad 
platform at Howard, on the Rockaway 
Beach trestle, and death came slowly from 
drowning. An inquest to be held in the 
case at Ozone Park jis likely to develop 
evidence that may result in precautions 
against the recurrence of such a fatal at- 
cident, 

Mrs. Conquest, who was thirty-three 
years old, and the mother of a boy seven 
years old, left her home on Sunday morning 
to go to Goose Creek, a station on the 
Rockeway railroad trestle, to aid a friend, 
the wife of a hotel keeper there, in cooking 
and serving dinner for a large party of 
guests. To return home she took the train 
for Flatbush Avenue due at Goose Creek 
at 9:32 P. M. She was bidden good-bye by 
her friend and others, and is believed to 
have got or the third car of the train, 
which consisted of five cars. On baarding 
the train the conductor, Robert Miller, told 
her that she had made a mistake, as her 
train ticket was for Bushwick Junction, 
and to get oft at ‘‘ the next station’’ and 
take a Long Island City train. 

No one connected with the railway com- 
pany would give any information in regard 
to the case yesterday in view of the cer- 
tainty of a demand on it for damages by 
Mrs. Conquest’s husband. But it was ad- 
mitted that Conductor Miller told her to 
get off at ‘‘the next station,’’ while it is 
intimated that he meant Aqueduct and not 
Howard. No one suggested that Mrs. Con- 
quest’s condition when she boarded the 


train could be assailed. Her friend at 
Goose Creek and her family say that such 
an aspersion on her character would be out- 
rageous, as she was conspicuous for her 
sobriety. 

Miller’s train had about half the »wumber 
of passengers it could comfortably carry. 
The night was pitch dark except when there 
was a flash of lightning. When the con- 
ductor had spoken to Mrs. Conquest he 
went about collecting tickets. There was 
no guard on the train. It took two min- 
utes to reach Howard. There are no houses 
there. West of the tracks is a _ hotel, 
reached by a long board walk on trestles. 
The only platform, one on the west side of 
the track, is narrow and ends north and 
south abruptly over the stretch of deep 
water and sedges that are the resort of 
fishermen. At the time the train stopped 
at Howard the tide was flooding, and there 
were six feet of water under the railroad 
tracks. 

Precisely what occurred after the train 
stopped it was impossible to determine last 
night. The police and others secured the 
names of about thirty persons who saw 
or fancied they saw or knew what hap- 
pened to Mrs. Conquest. Each story dif- 
fered in some material particular. All 
that was fuliy established was that Mrs. 
een left her seat and went to the door 
et the car. She should have got off at 
its west platform. A statement that is be- 
lieved- by many is that the train had not 
been pulled up alongside the narrow plat- 
form, and that the platform of the third 
car overhung the waters of the bay. 

Several witnesses’ say that before an 
alarnmt Was given the train started. Haraly 
had it begun to move when .there was a 
shriek, commotion, and cries/’of ‘*‘ Woman 
overboard!’’ The train stopped suddenly, 
and many of the passengers got on the east 
plattorm. <A flash of lightning revealed a 
woman struggling in the water, a colored 
man was sent for a boat, lanterns wer6é 
flashed, and several men were dissuaded 
from plunging into the water. The woman 
was aguin seen further off struggling as if 
in deeper water. When the next flash came 
she hac disappeared. 

It is said that the boat sent for came and 
that a search was made for her body. he 
train stopped at the station fourteen min- 
utes and moved on to avoid blocking the 
line and the Sunday crowd on their return 
home. No one reported the loss of a pas- 
senger to the authorities. Mrs. Conquest’s 
husband was not alarmed because she did 
not return home, as when she left she said 
that she might stay at Goose Creek over 
night. Her body was found at 6 A. M. on 
Monday near the Howard Pavilion by San- 
ford Smith, and it was taken to Coroner 
at Ozone Park, where it 
was identified by the husband. 

Howard is in the Seventy-eighth, Jamaica, 
precinct and its commander, Capt. Hick- 
man and Detective Tillman made an,inves- 
tigation and were of the opinien that Mrs. 
Conquest got on the platform and rolled 
off into the water. They found Conductor 
Miller, who said that Mrs. Conquest stepped 
off the car and plunged into the water, and 
secured the names of three witnesses: W, 
C. Weber, 35 Warren St., Manhattan, 
Jchn Roach, 225 East Twelfth St., Man- 
hattan, and L. W. Parks, Eagle Storage 
Co., Brooklyn. Capt. Hickman was of the 
opinion that Conductor Miller did all he 
could to save the woman and delayed his 
train as long as was possible. 

Mr. Conquest said last night that he had 
listened to many stories from passengers 
on Conductor Miller's train about his wife's 
fate, and had not fully made up his mind 
in regard to the character of the accident. 
He saidsthat he would, of course, seek 
reparation. and have a'survey made of the 
station where his wife lost her life. He 
added that an agent of the Long Island 
Railroad Company had visited him to ne- 
gotiate for a settlement of any claim he 
might have against it, but that he declined 
to do anything except through a lawyer.

JAPANESE FISHERMEN WIN. 


Frazer River Strikers Overawed by 
Force of Numbers—Canneries 
to Reopen. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., July 9.2The ox- 
pected bloodshed between the 600 striking 
white fishermen and the 8,000 Japanese 
who had been engaged by the salmon can- 
ners to take the strikers’ places did not 
materialize to-day, and the Japanese won 
bloodless victory. \To-night they are in 
control of the fishing situation on the 
Frazer River 

The Japanese spent the night in fishing. 
The union men had organized a patrol of 
boats manned by armed whites and In- 
dians. The Japanese also organized a 
patrol, comprising a much larger number 


of boats, including the largest and-fastest 
fishing boats on the river. Each Japanese 
boat contained from eight to.ten armed 
Japanese,’ whereas the union boats held 
each only half that number. Whenever a 
union patrol boat went near the fishing 
grounds several of the Japanese patrol ac- 
companied the opposing boat, surrounded 
it, and simply overawed the strikers by 
force of numbers. 

This afternoon a big fleet of Japanese 
fishermen was at work out on the gulf. 
Although the salmon run is light so far 
this season, the Japat.cse caught a suffi- 
cient number of fish tu-day to justify the 
canneries beginning operations to-morrow. 
There was no further attempt to-day to 
molest the Japanese, although many nets 
were secretly cut. The canners consider 
the fight won and seem indifferent wheth- 
er or not the union declares off the strike. 


A YOUTHFUL SLEEPWALKER. 


Climbed Out Window and Stood, on 
Ledge from Which He Was Rescued. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 9.—Arthur Van 
Houten, four years old, son of Arthur C, 
Van Houten of 215 Lafayette Street, walked 
in his sleep last night out of the second’ 
story of his home on to the ledge above the 
window of the first floor and clung to the 
sill of the window through which he 
emerged. Firemen from No. 4 Truck, at 
‘Congress 4nd Lafayette Streets, ran be- 
neath the window to catch the little fellow 


when he should fall, and some of them took 
a ladder from the truck to go up and res- 
cue him. - 

Mrs. Van Houten left the boy asleep while.

Mrs. Van Houten was told of her child's 
danger, and, half frantic, ran across th 
street and up to her rooms. She unlocke 
the door, reached out of the window, and 
rescued her boy just as the firemen put 
their ladder against the side of the build- 
ing. The little fellow was still asleep when 
his mother took him in, and he knew noth- 
ing of his experience until he was awakened 
ater. 


WRECK ON THE LAKE SHORE. 





Passenger Train Ditched Collision 
with a Freight—Two Persons 
\ Killed. 


NOTTINGHAM, Ohio, July 9.—One of the 
worst wrecks on the Lake Shore Road _ in 
years occurred at 2:30 o’clock this morning 
in the céntre of this village, ten miles east 
of Cleveland. The Southwestern Limited, 
on the Big Four, from St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
and other Western cities, was ditched 
through c@lision with a portion of a freight 
train. 

The cause of the wreck was a burned- 
out journal on a freight car near the mid- 
dle of the freight train. As the Limited 
was passing the freight the axle on the car 
dropped to the ties and then over on the 


opposite track directly in front of the fast- 
ss passenger train. 

Frank Anderson, engineer of the passen- 

er train, of Buffalo, and O. G. McCullen of 
Cincinnati, mail clerk, were killed. There 
were no casualties Tp the passengers. 
The injured were William Elliott of Buffalo, 
fireman of the passenger train, who will 
probably die; . M. Baker of -Columbus, 
mail clerk, injured on head and body, but 
not seriously; E. F. Loveless of Cincinnati, 
mail clerk, slightly; I. Johnson, Buffalo; A. 
Hirtz, Cleveland, and two unknown tramps, 
who are badly hurt. 

The shock to the passenger coaches was 
terrific. When the front end of the engine 
plowed into the ground of the gully, it be- 
came gisconnected from the other coaches 
that went over the embankment, and 
swirled sideways, so that it pointed in the 
other direction. The mail car crashed into 
the tender, surrounding it omer: 

The engineer met his death by being pin- 
jioned under his engine. McCullen, the 
mail clerk, was crushed between the side 
of the car and the coal tender. The two 
mail clerks, when they awoke to their con- 
dition, were able to extricate themselves 
from the wreck without assistance. 

The roadbed and the two tracks were torn 
up for quits a distance, and the enmbank- 
ment will have to be repaired before the 
track can be relaid. The Lake Shore track 
is blocked east, and all trains are being 
sent over the Nickel Plate. The passengers 
of the wrecked train were taken to Cleve- 
land over the Nickel Plate, and wrecking 
trains are at work on the Lake Shore. e 





TRAIN RAN INTO A WASHOUT ? 


Accident Reported on Line of the North- 
ern Pacific—Said to be Not Serious. 
HELENA, Mon., July 9.—The Northcoast 

Limited No. 3, west-bound on the North- 

ern Pacific, due in Helena at 6:45 P. M., is 

reported to have run into a wash-out be- 
tween Custer and Big Horn stations. 

All the cars of the train are said to have 
left the track. The train is a heavy one, 
apd is usually made up of three day 
coaches, a tourist sleeper, and two Pull- 
mans, mail, baggage, and express cars. 

The train dispatcher's office at Living- 
ston, Mont., reported at 10:10 A. M. that 
many of the passengers were reported in- 
jured in the wreck, but, so far as known, 
no one was killed. 


ST. PAUL, July 9.—At the offices of the 
Northern Pacific in this city it was stated 
that the North Coast Limited had not been 
wrecked as reported. There had been some 
trouble with another train, it was stated, 
but the officials denied that the accident 
was of a serious character. No particulars 
could be obtained. 


F. D. WHITE’S SUICIDE. 





Followed by Reiteration of Rumor that 
His Father, Ambassador White, 


Will Resign. 

SYRACUSE,. July 9.—Coroner Matthews 
this morning officially reported Frederick 
D. White’s death a case of suicide due to 
neurasthenia. No answer to the cable 
message sent his father, Ambassador An- 
drew D. White, at Berlin has yet beem re- 
ceived. The Coroner's investigation shows 
that after Mr. White entered the bath- 
room, he removed the shoe from his right 
foot, and standing his rifle on the floor 
placed his mouth over the barrel. With 
his great toe he pressed the trigger and 
sent a bullet through his brain. 

A cable message was received from Am- 
bassador White this afternoon acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of the dispatches announc- 


ing the death of his sen. /The message con- 
tained nothing to indicate the intention of 
Ambassador White fo resign, and his family 
here deuy that they have ever received-any 
suggestion from him to the effect that he in- 
tends to retire from the diplomatic service.

Old Marks Erased by Feats in Cham- 
pionships at Buffalo.

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RUHLIN WINS STRAIGHT 


Fitzsimmons Loses Match in Mad- 
ison Square Garden. 








BOTH ADOPTED BOXING TACTICS 





Winner Was Heavier and Displayed 
Better Knowledge of Wrestling than 
the Lankv Australian. 





The wrestling match between Gus Ruhlin 
and Bob Fitzsimmons last night in Madi- 
son Square Garden came dangerously near 
being decided on pugilistic lines. Ruhlin 
won the match in straight falls, but only 
after a vigorous if not altogether scientific 
encounter. ‘ 


~ Both men have fought with the gloves with 


more or less success, Fitzsimmons at one 


time being regarded as the champion pugil- 
ist of the world. Only a year ago he and 
Ruhlin fought in the same ring in which 
they performed last night, though under 
totally different conditions, Fitzsimmons 
knocking his burly opponent out in six 
rounds. 

Last night’s encounter was contested un- 
der Graeco-Roman rules, best two out of 
three falls, the ‘conditions being one hour 
bouts if no fall occurred within the sixty 
minutes, with rests of fifteen minutes in- 
tervening between falls or time limits. 

That Ruhlin won was entirely due to his 
slightly superior knowledge of the game 
and his heavier weight, he sealing at 190 
pounds, while Fitzsimmons weighed 160 
pounds according to his own announcement. 
He looked somewhat heavier, though, and 
if Ruhlin didn’t have quite 80 pounds adq- 
vantage, he had nearly that. 

When the men appeared in the ring 
Fitzsimmons was given an enthusiastic re- 
ception by the few thousand people who 
were in the Garden. Ruhlin was well re- 
ceived, too, but it was easily seen that the 
yed-headed Australian was the favorite. 
They shook hands quite cordially before 
the bout commenced, and it was apparent 
that there was neq ill feeling between them, 
though their subsequent efforts against 
each other were far from loving. 

As the bout progressed the men at times 
seemingly with great effort restrained 
themselves from banging each other in 


reai pugilistic style. Instead of laying on 
of hands to secure holds they invari 
their 


waited for openings and shot in 
hands, landing on each others\ necks or 
bodics with great force. At tjmes they 


seemed to forget altogether that they were 
wrestling, and with the exception that they 
didn’t close their fists, the encounter 
resembled in every respect a boxing match. 
Only when they were clinched would they 
be brought to a reminder that they were 
there for wrestling. 

Fitzsimmons was at all times the assgres- 
sor, and he worked hard to secure his 
holds, which were invariably broken by 
Ruhlin. Fitzsimmons showed the strength 
that he is reputed to have by repeatedly 
lifting his 190-pound opponent clear from 
the ground and throwing him. He lost the 
Jast fall this way. He had a body hold on 
Ruhlin, picked him up, and in falling Fitz- 
simmons went to the mat, too. Ruhlin in- 
stantly secured a hold before Fitzsimmons 
got set and rolled him over. 

It took fourteen minutes and thirty-four 
seconds for Ruhlin to secure the first fall, 
During this bout Ruhlin most of the time 
was on the mat, seeming to have learned 
early of his advantage over Fitzsimmons. 
After eight minutes of the bout had passed 
Ruhlin secured a half Nelson and body 

old and sent Fitz over. It was a flying 
all and not atlowed. Both sparred for 
holds, and the ducking, side-stepping, and 
other tactics of the boxing game were al- 
ways tothe fore. Finally Fitzsimmons se-

Disastrous Day for Backers at 
Brighton Beach Track. 


JOCKEY TURNER IN TROUBLE 








Suspended Pending Inquiry Into In- 
efficient Ride on Wax Taper— 


Gunfire Won Stakes. 





The atmosphere at the Brighton Beach 
race track yesterday was, heavy with damp 
and disaster, and the gloom of visitors 
when the homeward journey was begun 
was even greater than that of the weather, 
which had threatened rain all day. Worse 
than any possibility of weather, however, 
was the record of the afternoon, which 
brought defeat of every one of the favor- 
ites, a string of six in a line, though the 
betting people had the melancholy satis- 
faction after all was over of feeling con- 
vinced that in at least three of the races 
the beaten favorites were the best horses 
regardless of results. These three were 
Hatasoo, Halberdier, and Wax Taper, each 
of whom ought to have won, but through 
that element of chance that always enters 
into racing affairs did not. Of the three 
races in question the one in which Wax 
Taper ran, the lag on the card, cause 
the most talk and ill-feeling, though the 
very fact that Wax Taper was a 12 to 1 on 
favorite shut out the general public from 
the chance of betting, and therefore pre- 
vented loss. Wax Taper’s_form at Sheeps. 
head Bay frightened out of the race seven 
of the ten horses named to run, leaving 
only Bedeck and Ginki to oppose him. These 
two plainly running for second and third 
money. 

From all appearances there was not 
enough betting on the race to make an in- 
ducement for dishonesty, but the Stewards 
evidently thought otherwise, for, after Tur- 


ner rode Wax Taper in most inefficient style 
and was beaten out by a short nose by Be- 
deck, the Stewards promptly called Turner 
into the stand and questioned him about 
the race, with the result that the rider, 
who is under contract to William C. Whit- 
ney, was suspended indefinitely, and the 
case referred to the Stewards of The Jock- 
ey Club for further action. The Stewards 
of the meeting did not specify in what 
Turner’s ride displeased them, but from 
the grand stand the jockey seemed to have 
put up one of the most bungling efforts of 
the season, though he is rated as about the 
best all-around rider in the East. With only 
three horses running, he deliberately went 
into a pocket on the last turn, and then 
pulling around his field went on in leisurely 
fashion, and riding a finish_that was very 
unlike Turner’s usual energetic horseman- 
=? was actually outridden in the last 
strides by the tiny lad, Desmond, who 
landed Bedeck winner by a nose. The race 
provoked much argument on the part of 
the spectators, but even Turner's parti. 
sans had to admit that the effort was nov 
one to reflect credit on so experienced a 
horseman as Turner. 

The one stake event on the card, the 
Venus for fillies two years old, at five fur- 
longs, brought about -another singular ride 
on a favorite, the choice this time being 
the fast filly Hatasoo from the Feather- 
stone Stable, ridden by Spencer,who was put 
up, as O’Connor, the regular stable jockey, 
was ill. Spencer, after a long delay at the 
post, took Hatasoo on with a rush, and 
made a furious pace into the stretch, where 
he went very wide on the turn, Hatasoo, 
as the natural result of the speed she car- 
ried in the first part of the race, stoppin 
on the stretch and tiring badly at the end, 
being beaten out 4 three horses, of which 
John E. Madden's Gunfire, ridden by Shaw, 
was the winner. The spectators freely crit- 
icised Spencer’s poor judgment in making 
so much use of Hatasoo, but the Stewards 
took no action. Shaw, who had another 
favorite beaten under him in Halberdier, 
went to the other extreme and Yet his 
horses slip away from him in the early 
part of the race, with the result that Hal- 
berdier was not a contender after the first 
quarter of a mile. Locket, ridden by an 
apprentice, making all the running, and win- 
ning, all out, by a head in the closest finish 
of the day, Wild Oats, Ben Howard, and 
Cast Iron finishing all heads apart beside 
the winner.

OARSMAN’ MAKES TROUBLE. 


English Incensed Over Remark Made 
by One of American Crew at 
a Dinner. 


LONDON, July 9.—Both the Americans 
and the British have been congratulating 
themselves on the fact that the Henley 
regatta passed off without international 
friction of any indi The congratulations 
were premature. Friday night the Leanders 
gave a dinner to the Pennsylvanians. All 
the prominent rowing authorities were 
present. The speeches teemed with com- 
pliments. The British said they had never 
met a better or more sportsmanlike crew. 
The Pennsylvanians replied that they had 
never been more fairly and squarely beat- 
en. The only explanation was that the 
Leanders were the better crew. The 
speaches were all of this tenor, until one of 
the American crew said he wished to say 
that their treatment at Henley was spdend- 
id. They had found all‘the arrangements 
in regard to the races perfectly fair, ‘‘ con- 
trary to what they had been told.’’ The 
British oarsmen were dumfounded, and 
did not answer while the Pennsylvanians 
were there. But the storm broke out im- 
mediately after they had departed and 
still continues. The Leanders are bitterly 
indignant, and say they will not row 
against them again. 

The Head Master of Eton writes to The 
Times to-day, advocating the exclusion of 
all foreign crews from Henley. ‘If the 
result of Friday’s race had been cifferent,”’ 
writes Dr. Warre, ‘“‘ whatever we might 
have thought, we could fot have ‘uttered 
our thoughts without inviting the disa- 
greeable retort that we did not know how 
to take 2 beating. As it is, we may speak, 
and, being so, I wish to avoid any imputa- 
tion of churlishness or digcourtesy. I have 
nothing but admiration for our American 
brethren, who at the cost of infinite pains, 
months of preparation, and great expendi- 
ture have come to partake in our regatta. 
The good nature of the Stewards of the 
Henley regatta in permitting the rowing 
trophies intrusted to them to be contended 
for by all the world will endanger the best 
interests of amateur rowing, for the en- 
couragement of which they were originally 
presented. I do not wish foreigners. ex- 
cluded out of any selfish fear lest the prizes 
go to foreign lands, for I feel convinced we 
are good enough to hold our own. But I 
most earnestly desire that our amateur 
oarsmanship may be preserved from the 
deadly inroad of professionalism, which is 
already making a business of so much that 
ought oniy to be pleasure, and threatens 
to crush the life out of sports in England. 
If an international regatta is thought to 
be desirable there will be no difficulty in 
providing suitable trophies and a proper 


course. By all means let us preserve our 
Henley, which was founded for the en- 
couragement of amateur rowing in the 


United Kingdom, from the professionalism 
which seems now, not obscurely, to menace 
its raison d’étre.’’

To-night’s Cycle Meet. 


The big bicycle meet to-night at Man- 
hattan Beach will be a gala event for the 
amateur pace followers and a severe test 
for little Walter Smith, the present holder 
of the one mile amateur record,, who will 
meet six of the best pace-following ama- 
teurs in Greater New York and New Eng- 
land, in a ten-mile paced race,’ the hardest 
trial in his career. This will be the greatest 


amateur motor-paced race ever run, six 
entries never having been known before. 

Opposed to Smith ara George Schofield, 
whose ability to follow a motor has been 
proved many times; John Bedell of Lynd- 
brook, another excellent pace _ follower; 
Peter Van Cott, an exceptionally strong 
rider; M. T. Dove, and Joseph Blanqui. 
The winner of this race will have sufficient 
reputation to start among the professionals 
with a good chance of success. As it is, 
the amateurs are riding nearly as fast this 
season ag the professionals, as was shown 
by Marcts Hurley last Sunday when he 
went from scratch and rode a half mile ih 
58 seconds, a record which tied fhe pro- 
fessional competition record of Tont Cooper, 
made at Troy recently. 

In addition to the ten-mile paced race, 
there will be one-third of a mile, half-mile 
handicap, two-mile handicap, and one-third 


of a mile open events, in which all the. 


cracks are entered. Another novelty will 
be Master Perkins, the twelve-year-old 
lad who is the younges* and most skilled 
motor rider in the world. A week ago he 
ran away from a motor bicycle in‘a five- 
mile race, covering the first mile in 1:26, 
the second in 1:22 2-5, both faster than the 
time made by Champion at Boston. Per- 
kins claims he can ride a mile in close to 
a migute. The start in the paced events 
will bé a flying one, and it is-not improb- 
able that some amateur paced records will 
be lowered. With thirty added lights, it 
is believed that the beach track will have 
ample light. The storm of last week pre- 
vented a perfect lighting on July 4, but 
even as it was, the spectators had no 
trouble in enjoying the races.

Twelve clubs have sent entries, the total 
number of individual players being eighty-seven, 
Dr. Carl Martin of the Fairfield Club will de- 
fend his title, and C. H. Seeley, who was run- 
ner up last year, will be his strongest ‘opponent. 
Anson Phelps Stokes, Jr., is one of the entries 
from the New Haven Club. The opening event 
this morning will be an eighteen-hole medal play 
match from which the best sixteen will be 
picked to continue for the cham onship at 
match play. On Friday the team championship 
will begin. The tournament will be continued 
through Saturday. 


The Myopia Hunt Club, near Boston, havin 
been s0 successful with its invitation ole 
tournament a few days previous to the open 








championship, -has announced two more -events 
on a similar scale. The first will be played on 
Saturday, and the other on July 27.

The matches 
will be played on Saturday, and at the same 
time the tie for the Vice President's cup will 
be determined between 8S.

So successful was the professional and amateur 


tournament held last week by the Westbrook 
Golf Club that it is reported that the Holly- 
wood Golf Club, near Long Branch, will re- 
peat the experiment within the coming month, 
offering from $600 to $800 in prizes. The Holly- 
wood course was never in better condition than 


at this time, and the links are thronged with 
players every Saturday. 

Visitors to Baden Baden. Germany, will ‘be 
interested to learn that a golf club has-,recentiy 
been organized there and an excellent court laid 
out. A professional has been engaged for the 
season from Ranelagh, near London. The club 
was rendered possible through subscriptions 
raised from many residents in Baden Baden, 
one of the most active workers being the Brifish 
Consul at Manheim, Over $35,000 in all was 
secured. The burghers of Baden Baden con- 
tributed $2,500, taking shares in the club in 
exchange. A nine-hole course has been lIalid 
out, and will be used this Summer, but the 
grand opening will not be held until August, 
when a club festival. will be given. 

George Low, the Dyker Meadow professional, 
has gone to Manchester, Vt., where he has 
charge during the Summer of the Ekwanok linits.

There is probably no better American pursuit 

rider than J. P. Jacobson of New Haven. In the 
fifty-mile amateur race at Berkeley Oval in 
1899 Jacobson first came into prominence by 
winning the prizes offered for the leader at 
each five miles, and for the rider ieading the 
most number of laps, as well as finishing first 
in the race. As an amateur handicap rider he 
did particularly good work, and his prospecis 
are excellent for this season. 
How tremendous is the wear and tear upon 
the ordinary bicycle chain is but little appre- 
ciated by cyclists. An English expert of repu- 
tation who has analyzed the subject carefully 
says: “‘If we reflect we must see that chains 
work under the worst cenditions that any me- 
chanical—tevice having bearings possibly could, 
namely: Oil, wet, grit, (such as flint, silicon, 
&c..;) sdme 110 working foints, 110 ~workin 
rollers, and 550 separate pieces of all, loaded ance 
jerked alternately from zero to 600 pounds. Fhe 
area of a rivet’s working surface is generally 
-048 of a square inch, and, therefore, the pressure 
often rises to 125,000 pounds—or over. fifty-one 
tons per square inch. When each rivet and sleeve 
have worn .003, the chain will have become over 
five-eighths of an inch longer thereby.”’

Many believe that 
the_-winner will be Walthour, for the Southerner 
has shot to the front with surprising speed and 
staying qualities this Spring. = after race 
has been won by him, defeat cor@ing in one con- 
teat, through a break in his wheel. Against Nel- 
son, Stiuson, Moran, and other good men, all 
of them worthy competitors of Elkes at any 
time, Wajthour has won caces. Elkes at Man- 
hattan Beach, and Michael on the New England 
tracks, have been training strenuously, while 
Walthour at Charles River Park has been sur- 
pricing every one by his fast work.

Jury Finds Rittenberg Responsible for 
the Fireworks Disaster. 


PATERSON, N. J., July 9.—Abraham Rit- 
tenberg, who kept the stationery store: in 
which occurred the explosion of fireworks 


that wrecked a building.on Main Street 
two weeks ago and cost seventeen live 
was put on the stand at the continuante o 
the inquest this evening. He told of having 

wder and other explosives in quantities 
4 addition to the fireworks. 

The jury rendered a verdict to the effect 
that Anna Lannigan came to her death 
by fire and that Abraham Rittenberg was 
directly responsible. The jury added a 
reccmmendation .that the State and city 
make laws prohibiting the storing of high 
explosives in the city. , 

On leaving the room Rittenberg was ar- 
rested on a warrant issued by Prosecutor 
Emley and locked: up. ; 
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‘A CHAPTER OF AMERICAN HISTORY. 

The accession of RICHARD OLNEY to the 
office of Secretary of State in June, 1895, 
p few days after the death of Secretary 
GRESHAM, Was coincident with the begin- 
ning of a new stage in the Venezuela 
boundary controvegsy. From that mo- 
ment we began to“assert our own posi- 
tion in the matter with greater and in- 
creasing firmness, and forces were set in 
motion that urged the ancient dispute 
forward swiftly to its peaceful settle- 
ment. The change was not due to the 
change of Secretaries, for Mr, GRESHAM 
was as firm in enforcing his conclusions 
ns he was careful and sincere in forming 
them: and behind both Secretaries stood 
President CLEVELAND, whose courage no 
man has ever doubted. It was due rather 
to the onward march of events which had 
brought us to the point where pleading 
and persuasion must give place to em- 
phatic remonstrance and the foreshadow- 
ing of intended action. 

In his second Princeton lecture, 
published in the July issue of The Cent- 
ury Magazine, ex-President CLEVELAND 
traces the history of the controversy *in 
its later stages. and tells of the events 
in their succession which imposed upon 
him the duty and responsibility of send- 
‘ng to Congress the message of Dec. 17, 
1895. In the former lecture, printed in 
the June Century, Mr. CLEVELAND re- 
viewed the boundary dispute between 
Great Britain and Venezuela frem the 


now 


beginning. 

Everybody remembers the 
alarm, and intemperate abuse with which 
that momentous message was greeted. 
The country was surprised, for it had not 
been aware of the“iength to which her 
Majesty’s Government had gone in resist- 
ing our demands or of the ripening deter- 
mination of the President to maintain 
the American system and principle of 
the Monroe Doctrine, threatened and de- 
nied by England and brought to the pojnt 
where it must be asserted or dropped by 
us. The alarm in financial circles was 
acute, for in minds absorbed in business 
transactions the imperiled self-interest 
of the moment quite overshadowed the 
fate of a great National principle, imper- 
fectly understood or frankly disregarded. 
From other minds, warped and perverted 
by alien sympathy or the lifelong habit 
of faultfinding, flowed copious streams 
of abuse of the President; and they flow 
to this day under the fresh provocation 
of any incident, like the publication of 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s lectures, which brings 
the subject again to public attention. 
The country, immediately convinced of 
the justice of the President's position, 
came solidly to his support. The men cf 
large affairs sensibly adopted a policy of 
silent observation. The furious critics 
raged. Her Majesty’s Government, by 
an act of concession and renunciation 
that stands conspicuous for wisdom and 
candor in the history of international 
relations, abandoned forthwith the ex- 
taeme positions that had provoked our 
interference, consented to arbitration, 
which had previously been many times 
refused, and before the Court of Arbitra- 
tion assembled in Paris an adjustment 
was reached which preserved the terri- 
tory, the rights, and the national exist- 
ence of Venezuela, gave to Great Britain 
every foot of soil to which she could 
establigh historic title, and advanced the 
Monroe Doctrine to the position of a 
principle applicahJe, as President CLavn- 
LAND had declared, to every stage of our 
National life, and henceforth not to be 
lightly questioned by any European 
~ power. 

All this happened but a little more than 
half a decade ago, but already it is an es- 
tablished and immutable truth of history 
that in that moment of suddenly arisen 
responsibility, when one of the pillars of 
our National peace and security was in 
peril of overthrow, when the calamity 
of war with our best friend among the 
powerful nations of the earth was 
brotght measurably near as the possible 
consequence of firmness in speech and 
courage in action for the defense of our 
asserted rights, GROVER CLEVELAND ex- 
hibited the qualities that constitute the 
highest statesmanship and performed a 


duty that for his country and for human 
civilization was of incalculable value. 
Our readers are well aWé?e that this 
journal from the day that President 
CLEVELAND’s Venezuela message was 
sent to Congress has insisted that it was 


@ peace message. It arrested in their 


steady progress events that would sooner 


or Jater have involved us in a war with 
Great RFritain, a war which could have 
been averted only at a cost of surren- 
Agref principle and National abasement 


that would have made us universally 


surprise, 


 feapised. It led promptly to peaceful 


and honorable settlement a controversy 





that was threatening so long ag it lasted. 
Venezuela was protected from aggression 
that if persisted in would have sufficed to 
control her destiny, the Monroe Doctrine 
was affirmed and acknowledged as a 
living, continuing principle, and Great 
Britain remains our best friend, as she 
abyndantly proved during. the Spanish 
war. In the words used by Lord 
BEACONSFIELD in reference to a far less 
worthy triumph, Mr. CLEVELAND out of 
that series of grave events brought peace 
with honor. 

We have attempted no summary of 
the histony. of the Venezuela boundary 
controversy and our part therein. Every 
American should read that for himself 
in the form in which it is given to the 
world by the chief actor in the honorable 
settlement. We will quote, however, the 
concluding paragraphs of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s second lec{ure as it appears in 
The Century: 


But these things are as nothing in com- 
parison with the sublime patriotism and 
devotion to their Nation’s honor exhibited 
| the great mass-.of our countrymen—the 
plain people of the land. Though, in case 
of the last extremity, the chances and suf. 
fering of conflict would have fallen to their 
Tot, nothing blinded them to the manner in 
which the integrity of their country was in- 
volved. Not for a single moment did their 
Government know the lack of their strong 
and stalwart support. 

I hope there are but few of our fellow- 
citizens who, in retrospect, do not now 
acknowledge the good that has come to our 
Nation through this episode in our history. 
It has established the Monroe Doctrine on 
lasting foundations before the eyes of the 
world; it has given us a better place in the 
respect and consideration of the people of 
all nations, and especially of Great Britain; 
it has again confirmed our confidence in the 
overwhelming prevalence among our citi- 
zens of disinterested devotion to American 
honor, and last, but by no means least, it 
has taught us where to look in the ranks 
of our countrymen for the best patriotism. 





THE UNPROTECTED COUNTRY. 

The crop of assaults, robberies, disor- 
der, and even murders in the rural dis- 
tricts of the State has been rather larger 
than usual this season. Whether the 
criminal or semi-criminal classes are 
subject to abnormal irritation from the 
heat, or whether, in obedience to the 
speculative impulse prevailing, they are 
overdoing their business, we cannot’ say. 
That the number of cases of offenses 
which have found their way into the 
newspapers is extraordinary there is no 
doubt. The number of minor cases of a 
criminal sort which are not reported is, 
of course, very much greater. 

It would be a good thing if the mem- 
bers of the Legislature and other leaders 
of public opinion in the rural parts of 
the State should make a careful study 
of this matter and be prepared to sub- 
mit some plan for the organization of a 
State police which would not be burden- 
some and would not be under the influ- 
ence of politicians, which would afford 
reasonable protection in thinly settled 
parts of the State, and would also be 
available for the suppression of disorder 
or the prevention of it in cases where 
the militia is now called in. The need 
in the latter regard is very great, and 
would amply justify the charge of the 
bulk of the cost of such a police upon 
the State Treasury. But the usefulness 
of the plan for the protection of person 
and property in the towns and villages 
of the State is so obvious that it ought 
not to be difficult to arouse a public 
opinion that would secure legislation of 
the right sort at the next session of the 
Legislature. 

The simple fact is that in places of 
small population the maintenance of an 
adequate police force is costly beyond 
all proportion to the available revenues. 
To establish and keep up a trained, 
active, and skillful body of policemen, 
such as is absolutely needed to do the 
work occasionally required, such as is 
kept up in large cities and is constantly 
in use there, would increase taxation 
beyond all tolerable limits. It is possi- 
ble in the large cities because the men 
are continuously employed and because 
the ampunt of taxable property proted¢t- 
ed and needing protection is so gréat 
that the yield of taxation makes the cost 
of the police easy to meet. But for small 
towns with ‘sparse population and with 
property of relatively low value it would 
be as unreasonable to ask for a com- 
plete police force as it wou!d be to ask 
individuals to supply themselves with 
steam fire engines. The only way in 
which the need of such communities can 
be served is by a fgrce covering a rela- 
tively large sade rendering essential 
service to the State in emergencies, and 
so far supported by the State Treasury 
that the cost to the small communities 
would be moderate, 

It must be remembered that though 
the occasions when good police’ service 
is required in the country are relatively 
few, the need for it when it does arise is 
as urgent as it is in the cities. Robbery 
or assault or arson in the country is 
just as great an evil as in the city, and 
it can be prevented or detected and 
punished in the country only by the 
means employed in the cities. There are 
no statistics on the subject, but we 
venture little in saying that unlawful in- 
jury to property in the country is the 
source of much greater loss in propor- 
tion to the population and to the total 
value of property than in the cities. The 
number of instances of injury to the per- 
son is also probably relativély greater. 
On the other hand, it may be said that 
in the country, with a proper police force, 
the prevention of crime would be more 


easy. Suspicious persons are more read- 
ily recognized and traced. A mounted 


policeman in a rural district, patrolling 
it regularly, would in @ very short time 
know a person not belonging there and 
be able to infer his general character 
almost as far as he could see him. More- 
over, the lawless class would, on their 


part, quickly understand the risk they 


incurred from a systematic patrolling of 


the district, and would avoid it. Again, 
if an offense were committed, the detec- 
tion and trapping of the offender in a 
sparse population would be more feasible. 


The organization of a ruraj State police 


of the kind desired would present few 
practical difficulties, and if it were made 





to furnish a State peace force for emer- 
gencies its total cost would be paid for 
many times over almost any year by the 
saving it would effect. It should, of 
course, be a trained and disciplined force, 
appointed and promoted solely for fit- 
ness, with a tenure for life or good be- 
havior, and with pensions for sufficient 
service. It should be kept entirely out 
of party politics. The greater part of 
the men should be mounted, and they 
should be thoroughly drilled for their 
duties. The chief function of the force 
would in practice be found to be that of 
prevention, and its value for this pur- 
pose would be simply incalculable. It 
would make such riots as occurred in Al- 
bany this Spring almost impossible, while 
throughout the country districts the 
safety of property and person it would 
assure would be worth its cost many 
times over. 

We wish Gov. OpELL, with his gift for 
practical measures, would take this 
plan up. 








THE PARK PAY CHAIRS. 

Nothing could be more absurd than the 
storm that has been stirred up about the 
introduction of chairs in the public parks. 
We have had an all-day riot about it al- 
ready, and we are likely to have more of 
the same until the permission of Mr. 
CLAUSEN to a@ concessionaire to put seats 
in the parks and charge for them is 
formally and finally withdrawn. 

It is quite true that, in the public 
parks all over Hurope, it is the custom 
for enterprising persons from whom Mr. 
Spate has derived the idea, to put in 
seats for the benefit of those who were 
able and willing to pay for them, and 
who were unwilling to take the chances 
either for themselves or for the ladies 
and children whom they might happen to 
accompany, of the associations of the 
casual park bench. 

That looks like a perfectly reasonable 
demand which there is money in supply- 
ing. And yet it seems to be a complete 
proof of Mr. CLausEeNn’s want of political 
sense that he should have consented to 
have the experiment tried. It was just 
at certain beforehand as it {s now thrt 
the experiment has been tried, and has so 
glcomily failed, that ‘our people 
wouldn’t stand it.” The gravamen of 
the Park Commissioner’s offense was the 
notion that, in the public parks of New 
York, any visitor should be better treated 
than any other visitor, so far as the en- 
joyment of the parks was concerned, be- 
cause he happened to have more money 
to spend and could afford to pay for 
what another visitor could not afford to 
pay for. Every person who resented the 
distinction was aware that it was en- 
forced everywhere else, that the man 
who had money could command better 
food and clothing than the man who had 
none, and that there are such distinc- 
tions in traveling, between first-class and 
second-class cars. But then all these en- 
terprises which make a distinction are 
money-making enterprises, and make 
their profit out of the distinction. To 
the great majority of visitors to the 
parks, and not merely to the hoodlums 
and the tramps, it was intolerable that a 
distinction should be made in respect of 
shady and eligible and comfortable places 
for taking views and fresh air—that 
there should be a distinction between 
“ first-class’ and “ second-class” visit- 
ors to a public park. 

This is a feeling with which all demo- 
crats will sympathize, and which Mr. 
CLAUSEN entirely failed to take into ac- 
count. It has been very absurdly in- 
flamed and played upon, until one of our 
esteemed contemporaries, not classifi- 
able in a general way as “yellow,” 
seems to defend the practice of occupying 
pay chairs, declining to pay, and resist- 
ing the hireling who tries to put one out. 
Moreover, the instinct of a“‘ fierce de- 
mocracy’’ is in this case complicated 
with the not unreasonable suspicion of a 
job. Nobody, we suppose, imagines that 
Mr. CLAUSEN has profited, or meant to 
profit, or was doing anything but what 
he thought would promote the pleasant- 
ness of the parks and the comfort of the 
public. But the belief that some kind of 
Tammany ‘rake off” was part of the 
job was so natural as to be necessary. 
Hence, in part, the stern determination 
that there should be no profits to divide. 
That is to most people, even of those who 
have not become excited over the pay 
chairs, a gratifying fact. Mr. CLAUSEN 
must be aware that his little experiment 
has by no means commended itself to the 
majority of visitors to the parks. He 
must also be aware that no park regula- 
tion can be successfully enforced which 
does not commend itself to such a ma- 
jority as designed to promote the great- 
est good of the greatest number. In these 
circumstances he should see that he has 
made a huge mistake and should hasten 
to undo it. 

Ses 
A KANSAS EXPEDIENT IN HARVEST- 
ING. 

The recent recourse to violence of the 
farmers of Osage County, Kan., in order 
to secure the labor needed to enable them 
to gather their harvests is one of the 
most curious and instructive incidents 
in contemporaneous industrial history. 
The farmers of that district are very 


much in need of field hands through the: 


harvest season, and knew of no way to 
get them. While in this condition a train 
load of immigrants on the way further 
west reached the town of Peterson, and 
word was passed among the farmers 


that the chance for which they had 
waited had come at last. About twenty 


of them assembled, heavily armed, and 
as the train was about to pull out to 


continue its journey four of these enter- 
prising citizens boarded it and ordered 
the engineer to stop at a certain crossing 
about a mile out of town. This demand 


was enforced with arguments too strong 


to be disputed by unarmed train hands. 
When the train stopped as directed, two 
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cars containing immigrants were cut off 
and the engineer was induced to remove 
the rest of the train out of the way so 
as to leave a clear field for the dissuasion 
which was to follow. The farmers want- 
ed these able-bodied laborers who had 
come to this country for employment 
as farm hands, and were prepared to 
pay them well, but it is not surprising 
that the intentions of the party which 
had held up the train were not fully 
understood. A fight followed, in which 
clubs, revolvers, shotguns, and rocks 
were freely used, and the battle lasted 
for half an hour. Finally, after several 
on both sides had been more or lass 
seriously injured, an understanding was 
reached, with the result that two hundred 
capable immigrants were persuaded to 
remain at Peterson, over the harvest at 
least, under engagement at $3.50 a day. 
At last accounts everybody was satisfied. 
The farmers saw their way to harvest 
their crops and the immigrants had 
reached the conclusion that they could 
not have done better had they proceeded 
to ‘the destination for which they were 
ticketed. 

We think this incident unique in the 
history of this country. It shows more 
clearly than any amount of descriptive 
writing could do the conditions resulting 
from the tendency of population to gravi- 
tate to the cities and towns, and also 
how the rapid development of manufact- 
uring has been to a great extent effected 
at the expense of the withdrawal from 
farming of the labor on which it is 
dependent for the maintenance of our 
food supplies and/ our food exports. 
When farmers have to “ hold up” trains 
and forcibly possess themselves of the 
passengers to get their crops gathered, 
and especially when to the labor thus 
secured the wages offered are more than 
those which are earned in most mechan- 
ical trades requiring a much higher de- 
gree of skill than farm labor demands, it 
is evident that something is wrong with 
the distribution of population in this 
country. Fortunately, such conditions 
sooner or later correct themselves, and 
perhaps the only lesson which can be 
drawn from the incident referred to is 
that Kansas needs more population of 
the kind which has found con- 
genial homes in States where there is 
less disposition to correct the results of 
the operation of the immutable laws of 
nature by the simple expedient of “ be it 
enacted.”

MR. LAWSON AND HIS SLOW BOAT. 

One need not be a yachtsman in order 
to rejoice, in a mild way, to see Mr. 
Lawson of Boston balked of his ambi- 
tion. Mr. LAWwson’s ambition, in its orig- 
inal form, was to own the defender for 
this year of the America’s Cup. That 
was a perfectly proper and legitimate 
aspiration, which every American citizen 
who can build and run a racing machine 
is entitled to cherish. But as the New 
York Yacht Club is the responsible custo- 
dian and defender of the cup, it was 
clearly necessary that the owner, or at 
least the manager, of the defending 
yacht, or of any yacht of which the 
owner aspired to have her made the de- 
fender, should be a member of the club, 
within its jurisdiction and amenable to 
its discipline. Mr. LAwson did not enjoy 
the privileges, nor was he subject to the 
disabilities, of membership, and so the 
club insisted that he should make over 
the management of his boat to some- 
body who was. 

From the time when that intention was 
announced, Mr. Lawson's original ambi- 
tion of owning the cup defender seems 
to have been merged into a desire to 
make trouble for the New York Yacht 
Club. This intention seems now to have 
been frustrated, not through any action 
of the club, nor yet of Mr. LAwson, but 
by reason of what may be called the 
providential slowness of the _ single- 
sticker which carried his fortunes and 
his hopes of trouble. If he had owned a 
boat faster than that built by a syndi- 
cate representing the club he would have 
succeeded, In that case the New York 
Yacht Club would have had either to beg 
him to allow the use of his boat on any 
terms or else to run the risk of the pass- 
ing of the cup. And if Shamrock II. had 
beaten Constitution when a faster than 
Constitution might have been had upon 
Mr. LAwson’s terms, the club which had 
refused to come to those terms would 
have been put in a very awkward pre- 
dicament. The owner of the Independ- 
ence would have had his entire revenge. 
But all that looks now to be quite out 
of the question. In the weather that 
cup challengers and cup defenders are 
mainly built for the new boat is a won- 
derfully fast machine, even tried by the 
high standard of Columbia, while Mr. 
LAWS8ON’sS boat, in the same weather, 
beaten by hours and leagues, goes slid- 
ing off to leeward and oblivion. This, 
we repeat, is a consummation, “ consider- 
ing,” that justifies gratification, and 
even, in a small way, gratitude. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES, 


— Somebody whom The Tribune calls a 
“high official,” without telling just how 
high he is or in which of its several senses 
the word fitted him at the time he spoke, 
is quoted by our neighbor as saying that, 
after considering innumerable suggestions 
for improving conditions in the tunnel, the 
New York Central Company has decided 
against the practicability of all but one— 
the extinguishment of most of the gas jets 
in each car as it passes through the cavern! 
* Investigation,” it seems, has revealed that 
the sufferings of the passengers are due, 
not to the products of vehement combustion 
exhaled by the coal-burning locomotives, but 
to the heat of the little flames by which 
the cars are lighted, and a reduction of 
temperature amounting to ten degrees is 
confidently expected by the “ high official” 
to follow the adoption of the policy of 


leaving a part of the jets unlighted. This 
is indeed a noble scheme, and no doubt 
it will be received with grateful enthu- 
stasm by that part of the public, whatever 
its size, the members of which accepted as 
a fact the. recent statement of another 


“high official,” to the effect that to mové 


trains through the tunnel by electricity, or 
by any method other than that now in 















use, was beyond the resources of engineer- 
ing science. The practice acquired in at- 
taining belief in that remarkable pro- 
nouncement makes it comparatively easy 
to expect great and refreshing results from 
putting out two or three minute lights and 
leaving the fire in the locomotive furnace 
as it is. ‘‘Investigation’’ has disclosed 
that the latter had little or nothing to do 
with our troubles, while the gentle little 
gas jets were real man-killers in disguise. 
This is a world of live and learn. By the 
way, it is much to be hoped that nobody 
will notice, or if anybody does that he 
will not mention the fact, that, of all the 
devices proposed, that concerning the lights 
was probably the only one which, instead of 
involving expense to the company, made pos- 
sible a saving, small, indeed, but still large 
enough to figure in an annual report. Of 
course that had nothing to do with the 
popularity of the plan among “high offi- 
cials.” 





——Never since the Boer war gave inter- 
est and importance to South African af- 
fairs has there been any intimation that 
the present representative of the United 
States at Cape Town was not performing 
the duties of his position with dignity and 
good judgment. On the contrary, Consul 
General Stowe has served in a difficult 
place with much credit to himself and his 
country. It is characteristic of him that 
while the situation was tn its more delicate 
stages he remained at his post, and said 
nothing about its annoyances, and that 
only now, when again there is for the mo- 
ment little more than soutine work to do, 
he insists on resigning, giving as the rea- 
son that his salary is not sufficient to en- 
able him, in a place where living expenses 
are extremely high, to maintain himself 
and his family in accordance with his ideas 
of propriety and comfort. This presents to 
the Government, and incidentally to the 
people, a problem of much importance. 
Beyond question, men can be secured, and 
not a few of them, who will be glad to live 
in Cape Town on $3,000 a year, but nobody 
has ever claimed that Mr. STOWE was ex- 
travagant or that he had any exaggerated 
notions as to the amount of state he should 
keep up. It is evident, therefore, that the 
chances of securing for the position a man 
at once as able and more economical than 
he are extremgly small, and the desira- 
bility of doing so is highly dubitable. And 
on the other hand, it will hardly be 
claimed that Mr. STOWE was too good a 
man for the place, or that even now a 
Consul General less intelligent than he 
and with lower standards, moral and so- 
cial, can look out well enough for Ameri- 
can interests at Cape Town. The apparent- 
ly inevitable conélusion is that our repre- 
sentative there must get a larger salary, 
and that the increase should be made as 
soon as circumstances will permit—if pos- 
sible soon enough to bring about the return 
of Mr. STowe to the position for which his 
experience, like his record, especially fits 
him. 





——Not much either of insight or of fore- 
Sight is required to prophesy many ex- 
cited manifestations of horror and alarm 
over the news that Secretary Roor is mak- 
ing a tour of the military posts of the 
country with the object of seeing what 
can be done in the way of organizing a 
Federal militia. Demagogues will find in 
the plan a reflection on the value of the 
State militias, and the anti-imperialists 
will make moan over the development of 
that ‘‘ militarism’’ which they have so 
long, so hopefully, and as yet so vainly 
awaited as the inevitable consequence of 
neglecting their advice as to the proper 
management of the Nation. Of course, we 
have always had, and still have, a Federal 
militia of enormous size, since it consists 
of all the adult male citizens of fighting 
age in the country, but the large majority 
of this impressive force know little more 
about a gun than is required to distin- 
guish one end of it from the other, and 
though they are the very best of ma- 
terial for soldiers, it would take several 
months of training to make them really 
useful members of an army. The so-called 
National Guardsmen are State troops, and 
in a sudden emergency their usefulness is 
subject to large limitations of the most 
inconvenient kind, so there is some ex- 
cuse, after all, for the Secretary’s proposi- 
tion. Just the same, he is going to hear 
about it in terms of more vivacity than 


affection. His situation will not have the 
same basis as that of Commissioner 
CLAUSEN, but the two officials will be 


able to discover similarities in their ex- 
periences, and thence attain to a sort of 
syn’pathy in affliction.

Why wouldn't it be a good idea for the 
New York Central Railroad to try and re- 
lieve the Park Avenue tunnel traffic by 
having their trains and the trains of the 
Putnam Division stop at High,Bridge? 

By making stops there patrons would be 
able to utilize the Ninth Avenue elevated 
express trains, running to and from One 


Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street mornings 
and evenings. 

To one who patronizes the tunnel (much 
to my disgust) the scheme appeals greatly, 
and Ye is to be hoped the railroad people 
will give it a trial.

NO CELL FOR MR. BRICE 


Order Punishing the Councilman 
Modified by the Appellate Division. 








The Sentence of Imprisonment Illegal— 
Distinction Between Contempts 
Pointed Out by the Court. 





The order of Justice Scott of the Supreme 
Court providing for punishing Councilman 
Stewart M. Brice by fine and imprison- 
men for not obeying a mandamus, secured 
by the Hall of Records contractor, John 
Pierce, compelling him and certain other 
Cvuuncilmen to vote for a bond resolution, 
was yesterday modified by the Appellate 
Division by eliminating from the order the 
provision for imprisonment. The Court 
Says, per curiam: 

‘*We do not think we are warranted in 
disturbing any of the conclusions reached 
by the Justice at Special Term excepting 
that relating to defendant's punishment. 
In addition to requiring him to pay $473.75 
to cover the expenses, the order directed 
further that the defendant be confined in 
the county jail for a period of ten days. 
This we do not think the Court had power 
to do.”’ 

The Court then quotes Section 2,285 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, providing that 
where the misconduct proved consists of an 
omission to perform an act or duty which 
it is yet in the power of the offender to 
perform, he shall be imprisoned only until 
he has performed it, and paid the fine im- 
posed, and which also provides that the 
order must specify the act or duty to be 
performed. 

‘*Here the contempt of the defendant,” 
continues the Court, ‘ consisted in his fail- 
ure to obey a writ of mandamus compell- 
ing him to vote for the issuance of certain 
corporate stock of the City of New York. 
The order to show cause why he should not 
be punished was served on him on Aug. 2, 
1899, on which same day he voted for the 
stock, as commanded by the writ. As his 
contempt thus consisted in an omission to 
perform an act or duty which was per- 
formed before there was a decision in ¢con- 
tempt proceedings, the Court was powerless 
to imprison the defendant. 

“The distinction between 
which consist of omissions to do acts, 
which when done relieve from imprison- 
ment, and those affirmative acts of resist- 
ance to the orders of the Court, wherein 
imprisonment may be imposed on the of- 
fender, has been pointed out in King vs. 
Barnes, 113 New York, 476. 

“The order is therefore modified by 
striking out the provision relating to im- 
prisonment, and as modified affirmed, with- 
out costs to either party.”’ 

Kellogg & Rose represented Contractor 
John Pierce of the Hall of Records through- 
out the proceedings. They said yesterday 
that they had only followed the case to the 
Appellate Division as a matter of duty as 
officers of the court which had declared 
Mr. Brice in contempt, and that they would 
do nothing further in the matter. 

Five of the Councilmen who had been 
fined $100 each, after admitting their con- 
tempt of court, appealed to the Appellate 
Division, as they thought the fine too 
heavy. In denying to interfere with the 
fine of these Councilmen the Appellate Di- 
said, as reported in Volume 44, 
399, of the Appellate Division Re-

“The punishment inflicted was, under 
the circumstances, quite moderate. Im- 
prisonment might well have been added. 
The disobedience of the writ was coupled 
with observations disrespectful to the 
Ccurt, and the entire action of the board, 
with the duty of obedience plainly before it, 
was perverse and rebellious.” 








TO PAY FRANCHISE TAX. 


Buffalo and Rochester Corporations 
Waive All Questions Except the 
One of Constitutionality. 
ALBANY, July 9.—The largest corpora- 


tions of Rochester and Buffalo have agreed 
to pay their franchise taxes for the last 


two years. This is the first instance since 
the enactment of the Franchise Tax act 
that any corporations have shown a dispo- 
sition to pay taxes thereunder, and the 
State authorities look upon this step as a 
most important one in the administration 
of the law. The corporations agree to pay 
their taxes, waiving all questions relative 
to the law but one—the contention that it 
is unconstitutional. That question they 
leave for final determination in the test 
cases pending in the courts. 

The companies parties to the stipulation 


will without further delay pay to the locali- 
ties where they operate the taxes assessed 
on their special franchises for the years 
1900 and 1901. The franchise tax law re- 
quires the payment to be made to the city 
or village in which the corporation operates, 
permitting the revenue to be used for local 
purposes, 


THE COLONIAL DAMES LOSE. 





Appellate Division Affirms the Opinion 
that They Have Not Exclusive 
Right to the Name. 


The Appellate Division yesterday, with- 
out opinion, affirmed the judgments of the 
Supreme Court dismissing the complaints 
in the actions brought by The Colonial 
Dames of America against the Colonial 
Dames of the State of New York, and 
against an unincorporated association call- 
ing itself the National Society of The Colo- 
nial Dames of America, to restrain the re- 
spective defendants from using the names 
or terms appropriated by them on the 
ground that such names constitute an in- 
fringement upon plaintiff’s exclusive right 
to the use of the name Colonial Dames. 

At the hearing before the Appellate Divis- 
ion last June Franklin Bartlett for the 
plaintiff, as appellant, contended that the 
name, *“‘ The Colonial Dames of America,” 
is one susceptible of exclusive appropria- 
tion, and the words Colonial Dames used 
in conjunction are so distinctive in charac- 
ter as to be capable of exclusive appropria- 
tion. The plaintiff, by priority of injunc- 
tion adoption and user, appropriated and 
set aside to and for its exclusive use its 
corporate name and the words Colonial 
Dames, used in conjunction. 

Col. Bartlett also contended that the use 
of the prefixed words by the defendants 
did not save them, as the words were in 
essence the same as the name of the plain- 
tiff. 

The two defendant societies, by John M. 
Bowers, argued that the words Colonial 
Dames are generic and descriptive, and 
cannot be appropriated by the plaintiff so- 
ciety for the exclusive purpose of describ- 
ing its own membership, especially when 
the same words properly describe the mem- 
bership of the defendant society, The plain- 
tiff never had the exclusive right to the 
name }t assumed on taking its charter. No 
benefit could come to the plaintiff by the 


granting of an injunction and only harm to 
the defendant.

FOR A’ NATIONAL UNIVERSITY. 


Educational Council to Continue to 
Work for It Though Committee 
Reports Adversely. 


DETROIT, Mich., July 9.—The repor® 
of the Committee on 2 National Uriversity 
was submitted to the National Council of 
Education this morning by Dr. William R. 
Harper of Chicago. It was stated in the ree 
port that at one of its earlier meetings the 
committee adopted the following declara< 
tions: 


It has been and is one of the recognized 
functions of the Federal Government to en- 
courage and aid, but not to control, the educa- 
tional instrumentality of the country. 

No one of the bills heretofore brought be- 
fore Congress to provide for the incorporation 
of a National university at Washington com- 
mends itself to the judgment of this commit~ 
tee as a& practical measure. 

The Government Is not called upon to main- 
tain at the capital a university in the ordinary 
sense of the term. 


After referring at length to the various 
questions that enter into the erection of 
a National educational institution, the re« 
port continues: 

The committee have been advised of a plan 
for a non-Governmental institution at Washing- 
ton, which may be able to supply all that is 
désired. This plan is the outcome of action 
taken by the Washington Academy of Sciences 
and by the George Washington Memorial As- 
sociation. 

Both organizations have agreed to co-operat@ 
to found an institution in the City of Washe 
ington, as a memorial to George Washington, 
which shall be me@intained to promote the ad 
vanced, study of the sciefices and the liberal 
arts. 

Concerning the proposed institution it is ase 
sumed: 

First—That it will be independent of Gove 
ernment support or control, as it will also be@ 
independent of the support or control of existe 
ing institutions. 

Second—That its objects will be:-.(A) Td 
facilitate the use of scientific and other req 
sources of the Government for research. (B) T@ 
co-operate with universities, colleges, and ine 
dividuals in securing to properly qualified per¢ 
sons opportunities for advanced study and red 
search now obtainable only to a limited ex 
tept in Washington and not at all elsewhere. 

Third—That its oversight and control will 
in the hands of trustees and officers represent 
in, educational experience and ideals of th@ 
existing institutions for higher education. 

These declarations, however, were not the 
ones the committee recommended. Instead 
it submitted a resolution that embodied 
their principal parts. It was to the effect 
that a plan is approved for a non-govern- 
mental institution known as the Washing- 
ton Memorial Institution, to be maintained 
in Washington, D. C., for the purpose of 
promoting the study of science and the lib- 
eral arts at the National capital, and of 
exercising oversight of the advanced stud< 
tes of duly qualified students in the Gov~ 
ernmental laboratories and collections. 

The report resulted in two hours of hot 
debate on the subject, which ended by the 
adoption by a vote of 2% to 4 of the follow- 
ing .resolution: 

Resolved, That the report of the committee bh@ 
received and the committee discharged; and 
that while we express our appreciation of their 
labors we are not prepared to abandon the posi~« 
tion taken by the National Educational Associas 
tion in favor of a National university. 

The attendance at the sessions of the Nad# 
tional Educational Association was large, 
Among the principal speakers was Bishop 
John L. Spalding of Peoria, Ill., on ‘* Proge 
ress in Education.’’ He said, in part: 

‘*Our environments, our fortune, our suce 
cess have combined to make us a practica} 
people, and hence we easily persuade dure 
selves that religion and culture are value 
able chiefly for what they do for the pros 
tection of posterity and the peace of soci~ 
ety. But the reverse of this is the true 
view. Property and the peace of society 
have as their end the fostering of religion 
and culture. Religion and virtue are the 
most essential elements of humanity, and 
they can be taught; but they are the most 
difficult of things to teach, because those 
alone in whom they are a live principle, 
bodyving itself in a character which irre« 
sistibly in8pires reverence, muildness, love, 
and devotion can teach them. This is a 
general truth. We can teach what we 
know and love to those who know and love 
us; the rest is drill. The question of edu- 
eation is primarily a question of teachers; 
incidentally only a question of methods, 
Information is indispensable, and the meth- 
ods by which it may be best imparted must 
be known and employed by the teacher; but 
the end is a cultivated mind, opening to the 
light as flowers to the morning rays, 
athirst for knowledge as the growing corn 
for rain and sunshine. In a rightly edu- 
eated mind intellectual culture is insepa- 
rable from moral culture. Moral character 
is the only foundation on which the temple 
of right can stand secure and symmetrical.’*

Is Worth Millions More than He 
Thought It Was. 





His Son and Executor, De Witt C. Blair, 
Asks the Court of Chancery to 


Construe the Will, 





TRENTON, N. J., July 9.—De Witt C. 
Blair, son and executor of John I. Blair of 
Blairstown, N. J., who died in 1899, filed 
in the Court of Chancery a bill to have the 
will reconstrued. The matter was before 
the Chancellor to-day on a motion for the 
appointment of a guardian for the jnfant 
heirs pending the decision. Following the 
rule of the court, the Chancellor appointed 
Edward C. Stokes, Clerk of the Court of 
Chancery, as such guardian. 

The suit is of a quasi-friendly nature, 
and millions of dollars are involved. It is 
also unusual in many respects, and par- 
ticularly in that the papers show that Mr, 
Blair was worth several millions of dol- 
lars more when he died than he believed 
himself to be. The principal object is to 
Obtain the court's decree authorizing the 
immediate distribution among the individual 
beneficiaries named in the will of the 
moneys which Mr. Blair did not know he 
had when he made his will, instead of hav- 
ing the unknown millions become a part of 
the trust fund created under the will. 


Mr. Blair in ‘his will left property 
Valued at several millions to different 
children, and specified what stocks and 
securities they should receive. The , will 
Was drawn many years before his death, 
and as he disposed of stocks held by 


him it happens that in many eases the 
estate does not now own the specific num- 
ber of shares bequeathed. The court is 


asked to determine whether the beneficta- 


ries shall receive the number of shares of 
stock of the different kinds that were 
owned by Mr. Blair at his death, or receive 
from the residue of the estate an amount 
sufficient to make up those shares men- 
tioned in the will and not held by Mr. Blair 
when he died. 

The bill enumerates stocks valued at be- 
tween $20,000,000 and $80,000,000, which were 
mentioned in the will, and which consti- 
tuted part of the trust of the executor. 
The whole estate is estimated to be worth 
$50,000,000. Some of the bonds have be- 
come valueless, the corporations having 
ceased to exist, while others have greatly 
increased, both in value and in number of 
shares. 

The bill tells of the 
ated, and says: 

‘Your orator is informed by certain of 
the beneficiaries under said trusts that 
their construction of the will is that there 
shal) be substituted out of the estate other 
Securities for those mentioned in the will 
and given to your orator in trust which 
were not in the State at the time of the 
testator’s death; but your orator is not in- 
formed on what principle it is claimed that 
such substitution should be made.” 

De Witt C. Blair explains that the bill is 
filed as ‘‘ the first formal step toward clos- 
ing up the Blair estate, that there were 
several trusts in the will that might con- 
tinue for a great many years, and it was 
advisable to have the rights of the bene- 
ficiaries and the duties of the executor and 
trustee fixed by the court.”

ROGERS WILL MADE PUBLIC. 


He Is Careful Therein to Describe Him- 
self as a Bachelor—A Curious 
Repetition. 


PATERSON, N. J., July 9.—The will of 
Jacob 8. Rogers was made public to-day

by the executors of the estate. It was ex- 
ecuted on June 23, 1892. It was witnessed 
by John Havron of Paterson, George E. 


Hanna of Brooklyn, and F. J. Shadler of 
New York. The first codicil was added on 
Dec. 11, 1894; the second Dec. 5, 1898; the 
third on May 4, 1899, and the fourth on 
Oct, 2, 1900, 

The will contains many pecullarities. For 
instance, if the instrument should be lit- 
erally construed there would be nothing 
for the Metropolitan Museum of Art, for 
in one of the codicils the testator bequeaths 
to a nephew more than ten times\what the 
estate can possibly amount to. 

In his original will Mr. Rogers gave his 
favorite nephew only the same amount as 
his other nephews and nieces. In the codi- 
cils_ he increases the amount Theodore 
Rogers shall get by giving him many 
things, and finally he added a clause by 
which he evidently intended to increase 
the money to be given him from $25,000 to 
$100,000, by adding $75,000 to the original 
amount. ‘In this clause he evidently re- 
peated inadvertently the word “ thou- 
gand ”’; thus the clause reads “ seventy-five 
thousand thousand dollars.” This would 
be the sum of $75,000,000. In the place 
where the mistake occurs the figures ate 
not inserted in brackets as they are else- 
where in the will. 

The will starts out: “I, Jacob S. Rogers, 
bachelor.” This, it is thought, was de- 
liberately inserted to counteract any claims 
that might be set up by women that he was 
married. He repeats the formula further 

long in the codicils. Again, in tHe will 

e speaks of the advice he has given wo- 
men and the investments he has made for 
them, and directs that if any such should 
be found to owe his estate the debt shall 
be canceled. The executors do not know 
what this means. but expect to find some 
solution when they obtain possession of 
the books and papers of the estate later on. 

Although the will is to be filed in this 
State, the executors holding that Mr. 
Rogers. was a resident of New Jersey, he 
did not so consider himself. He states 
that he is “‘ Jacob S. Rogers of the city, 
ccunty, and State of New York.” 





ASBURY PARK, N. J., July 9.—Mrs. Vir- 
nia Heinisch, the half sister of Jacob S. 
ogers, in an interview to-day said that 
she had already seen her lawyer, a promi- 
nent member of the Newark bar, in refer- 
ence to yringing suit to break the million- 
aire’s will. he said she thought the other 
relatives would take similar action.

Heinisch said she was unable to say 
whether there was any truth in the story 
of Mr. Rogers's alleged romance in France, 
or whether he had a natural son or daugh- 
r.

Assertion Made that J. B. McDonald 
Obtained Contract by Undue 
‘Influence, 

A bill in equity was filed yesterday in 
the United States Circuit Court by the 
Underground Railroad of the City of New 
York and the Rapid Transit Railway Com- 
pany, raising the points that the right to 
build a tunnel in the city belongs exclus- 
ively to, those companies, and that the ac- 
tion of the Rapid Transit Commission in 
laying out the route for the tunnel and 
giving the contract for its construction to 
John B. McDonald was unconstitutional. 
The defendants under the law have two 

months in which to file an answer. 

The bill filed says that the Central Tun- 
nel Railway Company was organized under 
the old tunnel act, on March 26, 1881, and 
obtained an exclusive franchise to con- 
struct a tunnel and railway between City 
Hall Park and the Grand Central Station, 
in Forty-second Street, under Elm Street 
and Fourth Avenue, upon the route which 
John B. McDonald is now excavating. It 
says that the delay in construction has 
been due to the failure of the General 
Term to fill a vacancy in the Board of 
Commissioners which that court appointed 
under the tunnel act of 1881, and to the 
action of the city authorities since the 
rapid transit act. 

The bill further claims that the contract 
with the Rapid Transit Commissioners and 
the City of New York and Mr. McDonald 
was obtained ‘by fraud, imposition, and 
undue influence practiced upon them by 
the saidwicfendant, John B. McDonald, and 
by the said Rapid Transit Subway Con- 
struction Company and by persons with 
reat political influence in the City of 
New York, some of whom are city officers, 
who were secretly interested in the said 
contract and in the said construction com- 
pany, and who dominated the action of the 
persons who executed said rapid transit 
contract with the City of New York. 

The bill, which was filed by James M. 
Fiske and Roger Foster as counsel, asks 
for an injunction against the further con- 
struction of the tunnel! and for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 


SWIMMER BEATS A STEAMER.

Overboard, Caught a Train, and 
Reached Providence First.

A Score of Women with Their Children 


Spend the Day on Staten Island. 

About twenty little Chinese women, 
wives of the Oriental merchants who earn 
their livelihoods in Chinatown, reveled 
with their children in the sunshine and 
shade of Westerly, Staten Island, yester- 
day. They were the guests of the Interna- 
tional Sunshine Society, which had pro- 
vided for them good things to eat and in- 
nocent amusements to divert. 

The little women, most of whose lives are 
spent in the quietude of their homes, where 
they are kept in close seclusion, seemed to 
enjoy to the fullest the short vacation pro- 
vided for them. When they arrived at the 
Staten Island ferryhouse they were a gay, 
chattering, laughing crowd, and seldom has 
as happy a looking party boarded a ferry- 
boat or any other kind of a vessel in New 
York Harbor. 

They reached the ferry station early in 
carriages, and embarked on the ferryboat 
Robert W. Garret for St. George. At the 
station house and on the boat the dainty 
looking HMttle women were the cynosure of 
all eyes, and their gay chattering fur- 
nished all the entertainment wanted to the 
three or four hundred other passengers. 

The party was in charge of several 
women of the Sunshine Society and the 
Rev. Houi Kin, a Chinese Presbyterian 
minister. The picnickers remained on the 
island all day, and when they returned, 
were met by carriages, in which, laughin 
and chatting merrily, they were whirle 
along Broadway on their way back to 
Chinatown.

The feeling in the Harlem Regatta Asso-

Excitement at the Hearing of the Case 
Before Vice Chancellor Pitney. 
PATERSON, N. J., July 9.—Vice Chan-

Atchison’s Reduction In Rates Post- 
poned After Conference of Rail- 
way Presidents. 


Chairman Roswell Miller of the St. Paul 
Road said yesterday that he had received 
advices from his Western offices announc- 
ing that the Atchison Railway had post- 
poned the reduced rates which it had pub- 
lished to go into effect on July 15. Mr. 
Miller further stated that this action fel- 
lowed a conference of railway Presidents 
held on Monday. in Chicago, when the rate 
question was thoroughly discussed. He 
expressed the belief that the whole trouble 
would. speedily be settled, but declined to 
discuss the causes leading up to the Atch- 
ison’s action. J 

Local Trunk Line freight 01. :als re- 
ceived advices from officials in the West, 
indicating that the Atchison road was led 
to order its cut in freight rates on assur- 
ances that other roads in the same terri- 
tory would join in the crusade against the 
Chicago Great Western and other roads, 
suspected of secret rate cutting. 

Wall Street believed yesterday that local 
financial interests had brought pressure 
to bear in order to cause the Atchison 
and its allies to see the wisdom of with- 
drawing from its stand. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC CHANGES. 


J. M. Herbert Becomes Manager of Pa- 
cifte System—E. H. Fitzhugh Assist- 
ant to President Hays. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 9.—Jerome A. 
Fillmore has resigned his position as man- 
ager of the Pacific system of the Southern 
Pacific Company. Mr. Fillmore said his 
retirement had been under consideration 
for several months, and that his resignation 


will take effect to-morrow. He said: 

‘President Hays and myself have made 
an arrangement that is satisfactory to both 
of us. In fact, I have a verbal] arrangement 
with him as, to the future of myself that 
shows a fair ‘and just spirit on his part to 
me. The relations between President Hays 
and myself are of the friendliest character 
and will continue so.”’ 

Mr. Fillmore has been at the head of the 
operating department of the Southern Pa- 
cific on this coast for nineteen years. He 
will be succeeded by J. M. Herbert, the ap- 
pointment being announced in a circular is- 
sued by General Manager Kruttschnitt. 

E. H. Fitzhugh, who resigned the position 
of General Manager of the Vermont Cen- 
tral three months ago and has since been 
here familiarizing himself with the Pacific 
Coast system, has been appointed assistant 
to President Charles M. Hays. The office 
of assistant to the President was formerly 
held by H. E. Huntington. When C. P. 
Huntington was alive the active manage- 
ment of the Southern Pacific was vested 
in the hands of H. E. Huntington. 


Change on the Consolidated Road. 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 9.—The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company announced to-day a reorganiza- 
tion of the freight department, to take ef- 
fect July 15, by which the division of the 
rails east and west of Willimantic and New 
London is abolished and officers with juris- 
diction over the freight traffic of all the 
company’s rail and water lines are appoint- 
ed as follows: J. W. Williams, freight traf- 
fic mpnager: F. §S. Holbrook, general 
freight agent; G. L. Wonlock, assistant 
general freight agent; W. F. Arnold, freight 
claim agent. With the exception of the 
eneral freight agent, who will be at New 
Javen, all these officers will be located 
at the terminal station in Boston. 








ARTIST LOST HIS RIGHT HAND. 


Enforced a Broad Style of Work Which 
Brought Him Unknown Success. 
From The Philadelphia Inquirer. 

“To become blind, er color blind, and 
to lose the use of one’s hand are, of course, 
the greatest calamities that can overtake 
an artist,’”’ remarked a portrait painier to 
a reporter. ‘‘ There are a good many cases 
on record, however, where the left hand 
been trained to do the work of the 


right, even after the middle age, and I re- 
call one where the necessity actually 
turned out to be a blessing in disguise. 
The man I have in mind was a painter in 
one of the large coast cities, and, while he 
possessed considerable ability, he never 
managed to ‘catch on’ with the public, 
and had great difficulty in making both 
ends meet. His speeialty was landscape, 
and the trouble with his work was a ten- 
dency to overfinish. If somebody had stood 
behind him with a club and belted him over 
the head when his canvas reached a cer- 
tain stage, it would have been all right, 
but he never knew when to stop, and the 
result was a finicky, fussy style that 
spoiled everything he did. 

“Well, he struggled along on the verge 
of starvation for years, and finally tum- 
bled down stairs and broke his right arm 
in so many different places that it had to 
be taken off at the elbow. Of course, he 
was in despair, but he had considerable 
grit. and as soon as possible after the acci- 
dent he began to practice with his left 
hand. It came very awkward at first, and 
he found himself absolutely unable to exe- 
cute the fine. fussy detail in which he 
formerly delighted. He was compelled to 
deal with color masses whether he wanted 
to or not, and, in spite of his efforts to the 
contrary, he acquired a broad, vigorous 
touch that was the greatest imaginable im- 
provement on his original style. The very 
first. left-handed sketches he_ exhibited 
made a hit. and everything he does now 
finds a ready sale.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘ mtg’’ stands for mort- 
gage and ‘‘RS”’ for revenue stamps. The war 
fevenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
@ent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $6500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘‘ consideration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
yalue of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true congideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

RAILWAY RATE DISTURBERS. 


In the somewhat vague but usual man- 
ner Chicago dispatches have it that ‘a 
leading Atchison official”’’ is quoted as 
saying that the rates given notice of by 
that company as becoming effective July 
15 are the rates believed to be made 
secretly by others. The open secret in 
the matter is that the cut is to eheck- 
mate the Chicago Great Western, and 
that only the absorption of that road 
and the bringing of it into the com- 
munity of interest plans will afford per- 
manent protection to the already har- 
monized interests. It is stated that Pres- 
ident Stickney of the Great Western has 
put a prohibitive price on the property, 
but this remains to be seen. What has 
been in evidence more than once is the 
fact that the small road has had a happy 
knack of acting with considerable inde- 
pendence, and that so far it has not been 
compelled to take water. It.-is able to 
point as a fact to several years of in- 
creasing traffic and earnings, gross for 
the late one reaching $7,000,000 and com- 
paring with $4,680,000 as recently as 
1897, and to the further fact that profits 
have measurably risen and improved 
the status of the company in spite of the 


prevalence of average freight rates which 


are not common with Western lines. The 
latter—0.72 cent per ton mile—are indeed 
10 to 25 per cent. lower than most zgrain- 
carrying roads report, and it is doubless

been made in recent years. 

That interests of such importance as 
have been able to carry out much more 
comprehensive plans should fail to effect 
measures looking to the bringing of the 
Chicago Great Western into line if ouce 
decided upon is hardly a reasonable sup- 
position. And at the same time it is less 
reasonable to suppose that such an in- 
congruity will be allowed indefinite ex- 
istence to mar the general scheme.

About thirty men were 
present, and arrangements were made for 
a mass meeting, at which a demand will 
be made upon the Rev. Mr. Keller to de- 
clare what course of action he intends to

FIVE MEN SADLY BURNED. 

Explosion cf an Oi! Still at Pratt's 


Works in Williamsburg. 


Two men probably 
and three others received painful injuries 
by an explosion of an oil still in Pratt's oil 
works, at Kent Avenue and North Twelfth 
Williamsburg, vesterday. Laurence 
Murphy and William Fitzpatrick, who were 
most seri: burned, were removed to 
the Eastern District Ifospital, where their 
condition is considered critical. The names 
of the other three men could not be learnéd. 
After their burns had been dressed by ‘a 
private physician they were taken to their 
homes. 

When the explosion oecurred, Murphy and 
Fitzpatrick were only a few feet from the 
still and were thrown violently to the 
ground, the burning oil covering their bod- 
ies. Other workmen ran to their assistance, 
and it was while saving them from terrible 
death that they, too, were burned by the 
blazing oil. 

Instead of turning in an alarm of fire at 
once, the workmen tried to extinguish the 
blaze, but failing in this, the Fire Depart- 
ment was summoned. By this time the 
burning oil .threatened the surrounding 
stills, and upon the arrival of the firemen 
three more alarms were quickly turned in. 
Work in drawing the oil from the adjoin- 
ing tanks was begun at once, and it was 
transferred to a ‘branch of the plant in 
Kingsland Avenue by means of under- 
ground pipes. ‘ 

After an hour's fight the firemen had the 
under control, with a damage of 
$5,000. The cause of the explosion is un- 
known. The works employ several hun- 
dred men, and when the explosion occurrcd 
much excitement prevailed among them, 
There are many tenement houses in the \i- 
cinity, and the force of the explosion shat- 
tered windows and caused considerable ex- 
citement among the occupants. Women 
and children left their homes and ran panic- 
stricken to the street. 

At the office of the company no informz- 
tion cculd be obtained as to the identity of 
the other three men injured. The plan: 
extends along the East River front from 
North Twelfth Street to North Fifteenth 
Street and Bushwick Creek.

Merge, who was_ intoxicated, followed 
them, and. attempted to strike Nichols, 
who pushed him. 

Merge fell, and his head struck the side- 
walk, His skull was fractured, and he 
died two days later.. Judge Blair said that 
as Nichols had not struck “Merge, and was 
merely trying to protect himself from vio- 
lence, Merge’s death must be regarded as 
an accident.

| DECISION FOR HOWARD GOULD. 


The Appellate Division Reverses the 
Judgment for $5,323.32: Awarded 
to His ex-Valet, Mowbray. 


The judgment for $5,323.32 awarded to 
Frank D. Mowbray on a verdict of a jury 
in his action in the Supreme Court, before 
Justice Giegerich, against Howard Gould, 
has been reversed unanimously by the Ap- 
pellate Division, in an opinion by Justice 
McLaughlin, which will be handed down 
to-day. 

The action was to recover on an alieged 
contract by which Mr. Gould agreed to 
hire Mowbray for life as a valet at a sal- 
ary of $80 a month, and in consideration 
of which the latter was to waive a claim 
for damages for injuries sustained in dis- 





charging fireworks on the defendant's 
yacht. 
Abraham H. Hummel, for Mr. Gould, 


contended when the case was argued on 
June 6 last, that the verdict of the jury 
Was against the weight of evidence. No 
cause of action arising out of the expiosion 
of the fireworks, he said, ever existed in 
favor of the plaintiff. Mowbray, said Mr. 
Hummel, knowing, as he admitted, that 
the fireworks looked pretty bad, and with 
such knowledge set them off, waived any 
right of action against Mr. Gould for negli- 
gence. Therefore, counsel argued, it would 
be most unusual for Mowbray’s employer 
to fasten upon’ himself a liability, when 
he either knew or could readily be informed 
that the plaintiff could not recover dam- 
ages. The discharge of Mowbray from Mr. 
Gould's service was justified. There was 
in evidence the written admission of Mcw- 
bray, and the testimony of disinterested 
witnesses, that the plaintiff, prior to his 
discharge, became addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors, and was unable to 
fulfill the duties required of him. 

Wales F. Severance, Mowbray’s counsel, 
argued that it was for the jury to deter- 
mine what was the agreement between the 
parties, and whether plaintiff was right- 
fully or wrongfully discharged. 


HENRY HART’S SUIT. 


Decision Requiring J. S. Bache & Co. to 
Submit to Examination Affirmed. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Cout yesterday handed down a decision 
affirming an order of Justice O'Gorman at 
Special Term, in which he refused to va- 
cate an order requiring an examination of 
Jules S. Bache et al. in the suit brought 
by Henry Hart against the firm of J. S. 


Bache & Co. The order required the de- 
feridants to submit to an examination be- 
fore trial, for the purpose of enabling the 
piaintiff to frame nis complaint. 

fhe plaintiff had been the owner of 41,815 
shares of Third Avenue Railroad stock and

LEGAL NOTES. 


STERLING SILVER FRAUDS.—The convic- 
tion of Albert F. Jammes of the misde- 
meanor, under the law of 184, of selling 
certain rings marked “ sterling,’’ the com- 
ponent parts of the metal in which were not 
925.1000 parts of pure silver, has been 
unanimously affirmed by the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court. It had been 
contended on behalf of Jammes on his 
appeal that he should have been allowed 
to show the component parts of the ar- 
ticles and what of those parts purported 
to be silver, and show the degree of fine- 
ness of the “silver parts."’ It was claimed 
aiso that the law was unconstitutional and 
void, because it deprived a person of prop- 
erty without due process.of law. For 
The People, it was argued that these pro- 
visions were such as_ tended to regulate, 
rather than subvert and destroy property. 
It was an exercise of the police power of 
the Legislature to prevent frauds upon the 
public, by requiring that all silverware 
so marked should contain a fixed quantity 
of silver. '

FATHER’S RESPONSIBILITY FOR His CHILD. 
-The Court of Special Sessions judgment 
convicting Charles Malone of a violation 
of Section 292 of the Penal Code, in that he 
willfully neglected to restrain his ten-year- 
old son James from begging, receiving, 
and soliciting alms, has been reversed by 
the Appellate Division. The opinion in the 


case will not be made public until to-day. 
Mr, Malone contended that he should have 
been acquitted because there was no evi- 
dence o: the child’s begging, receiving, or 
soliciting alms, nor of the father’s neglect 
to restrain the child. Assistant District 
Attorney Charles E. Le Barbier main-

Lawyer Louis Hanneman because of-an at- 
tack by his dog upon a young girl named 
Pauline Levy, was yesterday sustained by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, without an opinion being rendered. 
Ameng the grounds set up by ex-Justice 
Bookstaver, on the appeal, why a new 


trial should have been granted was the 
refusai of the trial Judge to allow a juror 
to be withdrawn, when the plaintiff was 
seized with hysteria while in the witness 
chair. If the attack was genuine, the ap- 
plication, he said, should have been grant- 
ed; if not genuine, there was -the stronger 
reason for granting it. The large amount 
or the verdict rendered under such cir- 
cumstances, it was contended, confirmed 
the conclusion that the minds of the jury 
were unduly impressed and their prejudices 
aroused by the dramatic proceeding, and 
that they did not calmly and fairly weigh 
the auestion of damages. On the other 
side, Otto Horwitz contended that the de- 
feucant, having both actual and construct- 
ive knowledge of the dog’s viciousness and 
its propensity to attack and bite people, 
had kept the dog with such knowledge, and 
was liable to the plaintiff for the injuries 
she sustained from its attack on her.

SEVENTH NATIONAL 
BANK INVESTIGATION 


Treasury Department Expert to 
Assist Capt. Ball. 








Apparently Entries in the 
Books Said to Have Been Discov- 


ered—The Directors’ Meeting. 


Irregular 


Gen. Burnett, the United States District 
Attorney for the Southern District of New 
York, talking yesterday of his investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the Seventh National 
Bank, said: 

“TI do not care to say at this time 
whether or not anything has been discov- 
ered by my assistant, Capt. Ball, of a 
criminal character in the manipulation of 
the affairs of the Seventh National Bank. 
Nothing will be done until the investiga- 
tion is completed. The investigation will 
be continued by this office, despite what 
the Board of Directors may do. Whether 
or not the bank is reorganized, the work 
of investigation will go on, and I have 
written to the Department of Justice in 
Washington, asking that an expert ac- 
countant be designated to assist Capt. 
Ball in this work. I have a man in mind 
for this work, whose name I have stg- 
gested for the place.” 

It is understood that Gen. Burnett asked 
for the assignment of Accountant E. P: 
Moxey of the Treasury Department, who 
has been in the employ of the Government 
for many years, and is seldom assignéd to 
a case unless serious developments huve 
been encountered. 

This action by Gen. Burnett is said to be 
based on a report from Capt. Ball of the 
discovery of entries in the books that ap- 
pear to be irregular, and which had not 
been explained satisfactorily by the bank 
officials concerned. J 

Assistant District Attorney Houghton will 
also assist Capt. Ball in the prosecution of 
his work. 

Gen. Burnett said that he would proceed 
against officials resnonsible, if it is dis- 
covered’ that there was overcertification 
of checks contrary to the United States 
Statutes, and that the only effect that a 
reorganization of the bank might have 
would be possibly to prevent some of the 
depositors from appearing as witnesses for 
the Government. 

When a@gked how soon any developments 
might be expected in the case, Gen. Bur- 
nett replied: 

‘All I ean say 1s for vou to keep your 
eyes open.” 

Bank Examiner Raynor has not yet fer- 
warded his report to Washington. The 
Directors of the bank, however, held their 


scheduled meeting vesterday. It lasted 
from 10 o'clock until after 2 o'clock, the 
only Directors leaving before that time be- 
ing Perry Heath and President -Thomas. 
After the meeting William Nelson. Crom- 
well, the spvecial counsel] of the bank, said 
that the Directors for the first time had 
before them a general statement of the 
resent status of the bank, and that the 
foard had made much progress in vonsider- 
ing possible plans of reorganization. He 
said. however, that no conclusion had: been 
reached yet, and, in the nature of the case, 
could not be for Several davs. 
The board adjourned yesterday until to- 
morrow to receive further reports of com- 
mittees and counsel, 
Mr. Cromwell said that it was true that 
he had gone to Washington last Friday to 
see Controller Dawes, and that the Con- 
troller had manifested a most considerate 
disposition to give the Directors and stock- 
holders reasonable opportunity to reorgan- 
ize or voluntarily licuidate.

NO-POST FOR RODENBOUGH. 


Mandamus Against the Board of Elec- 
tions Reversed by the Appel- 
late Division. 


The order of the Special Term of the 
Supreme Court granting a mandamus re- 
quiring the Board of Elections to assign 
Gen. Theophilus Rodenbough, who was 
Superintendent of Elections under the Po- 
lice Board, to service in the new board, was 
yesterday reversed by the Appellate Di- 
vision. 

The opinion, which is by Justice Laugh- 
lin, will not be made public until to-day. 


The contention of the Board of Elections 
was that the position held by the General 
under the Police Commissioners was strict- 
eta and therefore he had no 
relief. 

On behalf of Gen. Rodenbough, it was 
argued that as Superintendent of Elections
